HURST-TAYLOR CONTEST ENDED 


Decided in Favor of the Senator Now

Columbus, February 28.—The house 
yesterday heeded the request made by 
Treasurer I. B. Cameron and 
passed 
the resolution authorizing the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of three by the 
speaker to conduct an 
examination 
into the manner in which the affairs 
of the office of treasurer of 
state 
have been managed for a period ex­ 
tending back I O years. The house en­ 
acted into a law Senator W irt’s bill 
authorizing the common pleas judges 
of the Ninth judicial district, 
which 
includes Columbiana 
county, to 
ap­ 
point court interpreters at a salary of 
$5 per diem. 


Mr. Crist yesterday introduced 
a 
joint resolution in the house providing 
for the admission of Barbara Bolton. 
of East Liverpool, a foreigner, to the 
Massillon asylum for the insane. The 
unfortunate young woman is now an 
inmate of the Columbiana county in­ 
firmary and is insane, her condition 
rendering it unsafe for her to be at 
large. 
As she is not a legal resident 
of this country, having arrived here 
recently from England, a special act 
of legislation is necessary to secure 
her admission to the institution. The 
resolution recites that 
proper care 
and attention suitable to her case can­ 
not be given at the infirmary, and 
that she should be confined in an asy­ 
lum for the insane and asks that the 
superintendent of the Massillon hospi­ 
tal be authorized to admit her as an 
inmate of that institution. Mr. Crist 
sumbitted the resolution at the request 
of Dr. Graham, of Lisbon, physician of 
the Columbiana county infirmary. 


The senate committee on privileges 
and elections, of which Senator Con­ 
nell. is chairman, on Thursday decided 
the Hurst-Taylor election 
case. Mr. 
Taylor failed to produce sufficient evi­ 
dence to warrant the ousting of Sena­

have furnished much innocent amuse­ 
m ent on more than one occasion. 


Senator Wirt, of Youngstown, is#in 
hot water. 
Several days ago “by re­ 
quest” he introduced a bill authorizing 
the governor to appoint special police 
for plants of corporations and as a 
result he has been and is being severely 
strictured by the labor organizations 
of the state. The senator thinks that 
he should be accorded the opportunity 
of explaining his position. In the first 
place he i9 opposed to the bill and 
will assuredly vote against it. 
Sec­ 
ondly, he introduced it at the request 
of one of his constituents, and when 
doing so, made it clear to 
his 
col­ 
leagues that he had not the slightest 
intention of supporting it. 
The Ohio Federation of Labor has 
taken up the matter and has issued a 
circular letter, properly signed, 
ex­ 
onerating Senator W irt of all blame 
and copies will be sent to every labor 
publisher in the state.

Th# River la Now IO Foot tad 
Likely to Go IO Fort 
Higher. 


HEAVIEST ICE TO COME 


Considerable Wreckage Is Passing To. 
day—Narrow Escape of 
a River, 
man Who Loot Control of a Skiff. 
Shanty Boat Mon Anxious. 


The Ohio river at this port this after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock registered 20 feet and 
ie rising at the rate of four inohes an 
hour. It is expected that before the 
water recedes there w ill be an addi­ 
tional rise of not less than IO more feet, 
and possibly more. 
Early last evening ice from the Alle­ 
gheny river commenced to pass this 
city, but the heaviest ice is yet to come, 
and with high w ater some damage may 
result here, although all craft during 
the night was removed to places of 
safety. 
Considerable 
w'reckage is passing 
and much valuable timber is being 
caught by riveriuen at the foot of 
Union street. 
James 
Beaver, 
with his brother 
Thomas, at about 8 a. rn. caught a large 
piece of wreckage as it was passing 
the wharf, and as it was floating near 
the shore, it anchored en one of the Ice 
breakers at the foot of Union street. 
Behind the breakers two coal floats are 
tied, and a line from the wreckage was 
stretched to the coal flats. 
The line was taken out by James 
Beaver, and as he was coming back to 
the flats the ice which was being car­ 
ried between the two breakers by the 
swift current struck the skiff broad­ 
side, causing it to almost upset, and 
Beaver narrowly escaped being tossed 
into the river. He lost control of the 
skiff but it was caught before it had 
gone far. The wreckage he caught 
was a portion of the cofferdam at 
Merrill, which contained much iron. 
Ow ners of shantyboatshuve prepared 
for a rise, and boat* iwar-Luughlin No. 
I, which have been resting on the 
shore, are now floating in the water.

WILL COVER TEN ACRES 


Immense New Plant to Be Built By 
Morgans at Columbus at a Cost 
of $200,000. 


Columbus, F’eb. 28.—The Morgan Engi­ 
neering and Construction company of 
Columbus will soon begin the erection 
of an immense plant for the manufac­ 
ture of over-head traveling cranes. 
The fastory will cover ten acres and 
will comprise ten large brick and steel 
buildings. 
The equipment of the new plant will 
be novel, in that there will be no 
shafting or belting used, the machinery 
being connected directly with electric 
motors operated from power at the 
com pany’s own power house. 
A hospital for injured employes, din- 
ing rooms and lecture rooms for the 
use of employes will he provided. The 
works will employ 800 men and will be 
put in operation as soon as it can be 
built. The cost of the plant will be 
about $200,000.

eclat Dr. R. .1. Marshall 
proclaims ¡ 
himself for the fifth time 
a 
seeker 
after eouncilraanic honors at the hands ; 
of the voters of the Fifth ward. 
In 
his accustomed ostentatious manner he ¡ 
feigns great friendship for the man ’ 
of limited means, 
¿irenlike 
he 
at-| 
tempts to lull the voters into the be-i 
lief that he will do all kinds of possi­ 
ble and impossible things for them 
only to forget 
his 
promises 
after 
election day. 
He professes 
to 
have 
looked after the interests of the tax- 
I 
payers at all times, and so he has— i 
the wealthy ones. 
I have known and 
taken great interest in the doctor for 
years, and always found him to be for 
hims(df first, last and all the time. 
Take for in.stance the m atter of im­ 
proving the hill road connecting the 
city proper with the East End. 
The city engineer’s estimate on the 
cost of this improvement was $9 ,000, 
the city’s share of which was to be 
$18 5. 
Based on this estimate Dr. Mar­ 
shall managed to induce council to 
pass the improving ordinance. 
And 
now what do we find the actual cost 
of the improvement to be? 
Thirty- 
two thousand dollars, of which amount 
only $25,000 can be levied against the 
property benefited, thus leaving $7,000 
to be saddled on the city, provided all 
the assessments can l)e collected. But 
that is not all. 
There are damage suits as a result 
of this improvement 
amounting 
to 
about $28 .000, running the 
eventual 
cost of the improvement up to the 
stupendous sum of $60,000. And what 
j 
are the returns for this price? 
How 
many of our working people in any 
part of the city are benefited by this 
vast 
expenditure of 
money? 
Less 
than one-half of this amount expend­ 
ed on the river road 
would 
mean 
money in tho pockets of all classes— 
the working man and woman in the 
saving of car fares, etc. 
But 
that 
would not 
satisfy the doctor and his 
friends, for at that time 
the street 
railway company was opposed to the 
improvement of the river road, the doc­ 
tor was on very friendly terms with 
the management and carried out their 
wishes. 
Here is another evidence 
of 
the 
doctor’s extreme friendliness towards 
the poorer classes. The long list of 
assessments for Pennsylvania avenue 
improvements show 
Dr. 
Marshall’s 
friends—those able 
to 
pay taxes— 
have all been very carefully “taken 
care” of. 
Permit me to cite but one 
case: Wm. C, Thompson is the owner 
of a bunch of lots along the line of 
improvement and is required to pay 
only $10 for each lot of 50 feet, while 
L. Gardner and Wm. H. Kinney 
ad­ 
joining are compelled to pay 
$20 each 
for the same number of feet frontage, 
or 100 per cent more than the for­ 
mer. 
Instances of this kind are too nu­ 
merous to be crowded into the lim­ 
ited space at my disposal. Two years 
ago the doctor was re-elected on the 
postlve promise that he would gfive 
his hearty support to the improvement 
of the river road, but not one dollar 
has been expended on that dilapidated 
road since then, and never will be as 
long as he is in power. 
When 
Dr. 
Marshall entered city council 
eight 
years ago the bonded indebtedness of 
the city amounted to $28 0,000, 
It has 
now increased to $470,000—almost dou­ 
bled In that time, Marshall more than 
any other man is responsible for this, 
for has he not been the leading spirit 
of the finance committee and council 
for over six years? 
Only recently it 
was necessary to sell bonds to 
the 
amount of $50,000 to relieve the float­ 
ing Indebtedness of the city, the banks 
having curtailed the credit of the city, 
even flatly refusing to honor the city’s 
paper. Thus is Marshall’s policy.drift­ 
ing East Liverpool toward bankruptcy. 
Are your taxes and rents lower now 
than formerly? 
You all know what 
your 
taxes were last 
year. 
With 
Marshall back In council next year 
taxes 
will be higher, sure pop. 
In 
view of these facts is it not for the 
best interests of the

of the voters of the Fifth ward. 
In 
his acc ustomed ostentatious manner he 
feigns great friendship for the man 
of limited means. 
£irenlike 
he 
at­ 
tempts to lull the voters into the be­ 
lief that he will do all kinds of possi­ 
ble and impossible things for them 
only to forget 
his 
promises 
after 
election day. 
He professes 
to 
have 
looked after the interests of the tax­ 
payers at all times, and so he has— 
the wealthy ones. 
I have known and 
taken great interest in the doctor for 
years, and always found him to be for 
himself first, last and all the time. 
Take for instance the' m atter of im­ 
proving the hill road connecting the 
city proper with the East End. 
The city engineer's estimate on the 
cost of this improvement was $9,000, 
the city’s share of which was to he 
$185. 
Based on this estimate Dr. Mar­ 
shall managed to induce council to 
pass the improving ordinance. 
And 
now what do we find the actual cost 
of the improvement to be? 
Thirty- 
two thousand dollars, of which amount 
only $25,000 can be levied against the 
property benefited, thus leaving $7,000 
to be saddled on the city, provided all 
the assessments can be collected. But 
that is not all. 
There are damage suits as a result 
of this improvement 
amounting 
to 
about $28,000, running the 
eventual 
cost of the improvement up to the 
stupendous sum of $60,000. 
And what 
are the returns for this price? 
How 
many of our working people in any 
part of the city are benefited by this 
vast 
expenditure of 
money? 
Less 
than one-half of this amount expend­ 
ed on the river road 
would 
mean 
money in the pockets of all classes— 
the working man and woman in the 
saving of car 
fares, etc. 
But 
that 
would not 
satisfy the doctor and his 
friends, for at that time 
the street 
railway company was opposed to tho 
improvement of the river road, the doc­ 
tor was on very friendly terms with 
the management and carried out their 
wishes. 
Here is another evidence 
of 
the 
doctor's extreme friendliness towards 
the poorer classes. The long list 
of 
assessments for Pennsylvania avenue 
improvements show’ 
Dr. 
Marshall's 
friends—those able 
to 
pay taxes— 
have all been very carefully “taken 
care” of. 
Permit me to cite hut one 
case: Wm. C. Thompson is the ow ner 
of a bunch of lots along the line of 
improvement and is required to pay 
only $10 for each lot of 50 feet, while 
L. Gardner and Wm. H. Kinney 
ad­ 
joining are compelled to pay $20 each 
for the same number of feet frontage, 
or IOO per cent more than the for­ 
mer. 
Instances of this kind are too nu­ 
merous to be crowded into the lim­ 
ited space at my disposal. Two years 
ago the 
doctor was re-elected on the 
postlve promise that he would give 
his hearty support to the improvement 
of the river road, but not one dollar 
has been expended on that dilapidated 
road since then, and never will be as 
long as he is in power. 
When 
Dr. 
Marshall entered city council 
eight 
years ago the bonded indebtedness of 
the city amounted to $280,000. 
It has 
now increased to $470,000—almost dou­ 
bled in that time. Marshall more than 
any other man is responsible for this, 
for has he not been the leading spirit 
of the finance committee and council 
for over six years? 
Only recently it 
was necessary to sell bonds to 
the 
amount of $50,000 to relieve the float­ 
ing indebtedness of the city, the banks 
having curtailed the credit of the city, 
even flatly refusing to honor the city’s 
paper. Thus is Marshall’s policy.drift­ 
ing East Liverpool toward bankruptcy. 
Are your taxes and rents lower now 
than formerly? 
You all know what 
your 
taxes were last 
year. 
With 
Marshall back in council next year 
taxes 
will be higher, sure pop. 
In 
view’ of these facts is it not for the 
best interests of the 
city that 
the 
doctor should be retired this time and 
a friend of 
the workingman put in 
his place? 
If there is no compensa­ 
tion in the office for tho doctor, why 
is it he is after it so hard and so ever­ 
lastingly?

from them the prince saw the long 
bridge and headlands

His nature was to r 
different fro m that o f the o rdinary so l­ 
dier. He had o ther dreams o f lifs. Its 
prizes and pleasures, than that o f marches 
and battlss. Hut to hla mind there was 
no cho ice o r questio n. The banner flo at­ 
ing In the mo rning breese was the beck­ 
o ning gesture o f his co untry. The thrill­ 
ing no tes o f the trumpet called him—him 
and no ne o ther—Into the ranks. His po r­ 
trait In hla first unifo rm Is familiar to 
yo u ail—the sho rt, sto cky figura; ths quiet, 
tho ughtful face; the deep, dark eyes. It 
Is the face o f a lad who co uld n<rt stay 
at ho me when he tho ught he was nesded 
In the field. He was o f the stuff o f which 
go o d so ldiers are made. Had he been ten 
years o lder he wo uld have entered at the 
head o f a co mpany and co me o ut at ths 
head o f a divisio n. Hut he did what he 
co uld. 
He enlisted as a private. 
He 
learno d to o bey. 
His serio us, sensiblh 
ways, his pro mpt, alert efficiency, so o n a t­ 
tracted the attentio n o f his superio rs. He 
was so faithful In little things they gave 
him mo re and mo re to do . He was untir­ 
ing In camp and o n the march, swift, co o l 
an« ’l Im r ltm a In fight 
He left the army 
with field rank when the war ended, bre- 
vetto d by I*r« Nildent Linco ln fo r gallantry 
In battle. 
In co ming years when men seek to draw 
fhe mo ral o f o ur great civil war no thing 
will seem to them so admirable In all the 
histo ry o f o ur two magnificent armies as 
the way in which the war came to a clo se. 
When the Co nfederate army saw the time 
had co me, it ackno wledged the pitiless 
lo gic o f facts and ceased fighting. When 
the army o f the Unio n saw It was no lo n­ 
ger needed, witho ut a murmur o r ques­ 
tio n, making no terms, asking no return, 
In the flush o f victo ry and fullness o f 
might It laid do wn Its arms and melted 
back Into the mass o f peaceful citizens. 
There Is no event since the natio n was 
bo rn which has so pro ved Its so lid ca­ 
pacity fo r self go vernment 
Bo th sec­ 
tio ns share equally In that cro wn o f glo ry. 
They had held a debate o f inco mparable 
Impo rtance and had fo ught It o ut with 
equal energy, 
A co nclusio n had been 
reached, and It Is to the everlasting ho no r 
o f bo th siden that they each knew when 
the war was o ver and the ho ur o f a last­ 
ing peace had struck. We may admire tha 
dcgp» >rate daring o f o thers who prefer an- 
nllillatio n to co mpro mise, but the palm o f 
mo n sense and, I will say, o f enllght- 
patrio tlsm belo ngs to the men ilka

Tho house concurrent reso­ 
lution passed Jan. 16, devoting Feb. 
27 to the memorial exercises, 
was 
read by order of the speaker. 
Lieutenant General Miles appeared 
at 12:02, and after being announced 
was conducted to his seat 
‘His royal highness. Prince Henry, 
of Prussia!" 
announced 
the 
door­ 
keeper. The speaker and house rose 
and the royal visitor came down the 
center aisle escorted by Representa­ 
tive Grosvenor and Senator Foraker. 
He was followed by Ambassador Von 
Holleben. 
Simultaneously 
with tha 
prince's arrival 
the 
Marine 
bani 
struck up “Hell dir Im Siegerkranz. ’ 
Until the last strains of the national 
air died away, prince and audience 
remained standing. 
PRINCE BESIDE PRESIDENT. 


President Roosevelt and his cabi­ 
net then appeared, every one rising 
as the chief executive, escorted by 
Senator 
Foraker and General Gros­ 
venor, came down the aisle to the 
strains 
of 
“My 
Country, 'Tis of 
Thee.” 
The president took a chair 
beside the prince, directly in front 
of the speaker to the left, next the 
center aisle. 
The chief Justice and 
the associate justices were next an­ 
nounced. 
President Pro Tem Frye here took 
the gavel K m the speaker, and after 
announcing the purpose of the meet 
ing, called for prayer by the chaplain 


As tho auditors resumed their seats. 
President Frye said: 
‘It is now my great pleasure to In­ 
troduce to you the Hon. John Hay. 
who has been selected to pa 
tribute 
In an address to the memory of ouf 
late beloved president." 
Secretary Hay then began his ora­ 
tion on th:' life and public services of 
William McKinley. 
The speech of Secretary Hay fol­ 
lows : 
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For tho third time the congress of tna 
United Stat “a Is assembled to commemo­ 
rate the life and the death of a president 
slain by the hand of an assassin. 
The 
attention of the future historian will be 
attracted to the features which reappear 
with startling sattn ti. sa In alt three of 
these awful crimes tho uselessness, the 
u tter lack of cense.(lienee of the net, the 
obscurity, the Insignificance of the crim ­ 
inal. the bbimelessm rs. so far as In our 
sphere of existence the best of men may 
be held blameless, of the victim. Not one 
of our m urdered preach nts had en enemy 
In the world 
They w re itll of such pre­ 
eminent purity of Ufo th it no pretext 
could be given for the attack of passional 
crime. They were all men of democratic 
instincts who could never have offended 
tin* most Jealous advocates of equality. 
They were of kindly and generous nature, 
to whom wrong or Injustice was Impossi­ 
ble; of moderato fortune, whose slender 
means nobody could upvy. 
They were 
men of austere virtue, of tender heart, of 
eminent abilities, which they had devoted 
w ith single minds to the go.*l of the re­ 
public. 
If ever men walked before tied 
and man w ithout blame. It was these 
three rulers of our people. 
Tho only 
tem ptation to attack their lives offered 
w as their gentle radiance—to eyes hating 
the light th at was offense enough. 
The stupid uselessness of such on In­ 
fam y affronts tho common sense of tho 
world. 
Ono can conceive how the dent it 
of a dictator m ay change tho political 
conditions of art empire; how the extinc­ 
tion of a narrow ing lino of kings may 
bring In an allen dynasty. 
Hut In a well 
ordered republic like ours the ruler may 
fall, but the state feels no tremor. 
Our 
beloved and revert'd lender Is gone. but 
the natural process of our laws provides 
us a successor, Identical In purpose and 
Ideals, nourished by the sam e teachings. 
Inspired by the sam e principles, pledged 
by tender affection as well as by high 
loyalty to carrs- to completion tile Im­ 
mense task comm itted ti* his hands, and 
to sm ite w ith Iron severity every m ani­ 
festation of th at hideous crime which hi* 
mild predecessor w ith his dying breath 
forgave. 
The sayings of celestial w is­ 
dom have no date. The words that reach 
us over 2,000 years out of the darkest hour 
of gloom tho world has ever known are 
true to tho life today, "They know not 
w hat they do.” 
Tho blow struck a t our 
dear friend and ruler w as as deadly as 
blind hat© could m ake It, but tho blow 
struck a t anarchy w as deadlier still. 
ASSASSINATIONS VICTIMS. 
W h at a world of insoluble problems 
such an evtfnt excites In the mind! 
Not 
merely In its personal, hut in Its public 
aspects. It presents a paradox not to bo 
comprehended. 
U nder a system of gov­ 
ernm ent so free nnd so im partial th a t we 
recognize Its existence only by Its benefac­ 
tions; under a social order so purely dem ­ 
ocratic th at classes cannot exist In It, a f­ 
fording opportunities so universal th at 
even conditions are as changing as the 
winds, where tho laborer of today Is the 
capitalist of tom orrow; under laws which 
ara the result of ages of evolution, so uni­ 
form and so beneficent th at the president 
has Just tho sam e rights and privileges as 
the artisan, we see the same hellish 
grow th of hatred and m urder which dogs 
equally the footsteps of benevolent m on­ 
archs and blood stained despots. 
How 
many countries can Join w ith us In the 
community of a kindred Borrow? 
I will 
not speak of those distant regions where 
assassination enters Into the dully life of 
government, but am ong the nations bound 
to us by the ties of fam iliar Intercourse, 
who can forget th at wise and mild auto­ 
crat who had earned the proud title of 
the lib erato r, th at enlightened and m ag­ 
nanim ous 
citizen 
whom 
France 
still 
mourns, th a t brave and chivalrous king 
of Italy who only lived for his people, and, 
saddest of all, th at lovely and sorrowing 
empress, whose harm less life could h ard­ 
ly have excited the anim osity of a demon? 
A gainst th a t devilish splrtt nothing avails, 
neither virtue nor patriotism , nor age nor 
youth, nor conscience nor pity. Wa can­ 
not even aay th at education Is a sufficient 
safeguard against this baleful evil, for 
most of the w retches whose crimea have 
so shocked hum anity In recent years ar* 
men not unlettered who have gone from 
the common schools, through m urder, to 
the scaffold. 
THE PROBLEM OF ANARCHY. 
Our minds cannot discern the origin nor 
conceive tha extent of wickedness so per­ 
verse and so cruel, but this does not ex­ 
empt us from th# duty of trying to control 
and counteract it. 
This 
problem 
of 
anarchy 
Is 
dartt 
and Intricate, but it ought to be within 
the compass of dem ocratic government, 
although no sane mind can fathom the 
m ysteries of these untracked and orbltless 
natures, to guard against their aberra­ 
tions, to take aw ay from* them the hope 
of escape, the long luxury of scandalous 
days In court, the unwholesome sym pathy 
of hysterical degenerates and so by de­ 
grees to m ake the crime not worth com­ 
m itting, even to these abnorm al and dis­ 
torted souls. 
It would be presum ptuous for ma In this 
presence to suggest the details of reme­ 
dial legislation for a m alady so malignant. 
That task m ay safely bo left to the skill 
and patience of the national congress, 
which has never been found unequal to 
any such emergency. 
The country be­ 
lieves th a t tho mem ory of three m urdered 
comrades of yours, all of whose voices 
still haunt these walls, will be a sufficient 
Inspiration to enable you to solve even 
this abstruse and painful problem, which 
has dimmed so m any pages of history 
with blood and w ith tears. 
Before an audience less sym pathetic 
than this I should not dare to speak of 
th at g reat career which we have met to 
commemorate. But we are all his friends, 
and friends do not criticise each other's 
words about an open grave. 
A TYPICAL AMERICAN. 
The life of W illiam McKinley was from 
his birth to his death typically American. 
There is no environment, I should say, 
anyw here cise In the world which could 
produce Just, such a character. 
He wa* ,je^ 
bom Into th a t way of life which else- 
n jjjj 
where is called the middlo class, but 
which In this country is so nearly univer­ 
sal aa to m ake of other classes an alm ost 
negligible quantity. 
He was neither rich 
nor poor, neither proud nor humble. 
He 
knew no hunger he wa* not *ure of satis­ 
fying. bo luxury which, could, eoervat* 


m in t or body'. 
Ilia' parents werS~ sot>f!*, 
Hod fearing people, Intelligent and up­ 
right. 
without 
pretension 
and w ithout 
humility. 
He grew up in the com pany of 
boys Uke himself, wholesome, honest, self 
respecting. They looked down on nobody. 
They never felt It possible they could be 
looked down upon. Their houses w ere the 
homes of probity, piety, patriotism . They 
learned In the adm irable school readers of 
fifty years ago the lessons of heroic and 
splendid life which have come down from 
tho past. They read In their weekly new s­ 
papers the story of the world’s progress, 
In which they were eager to take part. 
and of the sins and wrongs of civilization 
with which they burned to do battle. 
It 
was a serious nnd thoughtful time. 
T he 
boys of th at day felt dimly, but deeply, 
th at days of sharp struggle and high 
achievem ent 
were before 
them. 
They 
looked at life with the wondering yet res­ 
olute eyes of a young esquire In bls vigil 
of nrms. 
They felt a tim e was coming 
when to them should be addressed the 
stern adm onition of tho apostle, "Q uit 
you like men; bt' strong.” 
It Is not easy to give to those of a later 
generation any clear Idea of th at ex traor­ 
dinary spiritual aw akening which passed 
over the country at the first red signal 
tires of the w ar between the states. 
It 
was not our earliest apocalypse. 
A hun­ 
dred years before the nation had been re­ 
vealed to Itself, when after long discus­ 
sion and much searching of heart the 
people of the colonies had resolved th a t ' 
to live w ithout liberty was worse than to 
die and had therefore wagered In the sol­ 
emn game of w ar "their lives, their for­ 
tunes and their sacred honor." In ti stress 
of heat and labor unutterable the country 
had been hamm ered nnd welded together, 
but thereafter for nearly a century there 
had been nothing In our life to touch the 
Innermost fountain of feeling and devo­ 
tion. 
We had had rum ors of w ars—even 
w ars we had hud, not w ithout sacrifices 
and glory—but nothing which went to tho 
vital self consciousness of the country, 
nothing which challenged the nation's 
right to live. 
“THE VALLEY OF DECISION.” 
But In IMW the nation was going down 
Into tho valley of derision. The question 
which bad been debated on thousands of 
platform s, which had been discussed In 
countless publications, which, thundered 
from Innum erable pulpits, had caused In 
their congregations the bitter strife and 
dissension to which only cases of con­ 
science ran give rise, was everyw here 
pressing for solution. 
And not merely In 
the various channels of publicity w as It 
alive and clamorous. 
About every fire­ 
side In the land, In the conversation of 
friends and neighbors and, deeper still, In 
tho secret of millions of hum an hearts tho 
battle of opinion was waging, and all men 
felt and sow, with more or less clearness, 
th at an answ er to the Im portunate ques­ 
tion, Blini! the nation live? wus due and 
not to lie denied. And I do not mean th a t 
In the north alone there was this austere 
w restling w ith conscience. 
In tho south 
as well, below all the effervescence and 
excitem ent of a people perhaps more 
given to eloquent speech than we were 
there was the profound agony of ques­ 
tion and answer, the summons to decide 
w hether honor and freedom did not call 
them to revolution and war. 
it Is easy 
for partisanship to say th a t the one side 
was right nnd th at tho other was wrong. 
It Is still easier for on Indolent m agna­ 
nimity to say th at both were right. P er­ 
haps In tho wide view of ethics one Is a l­ 
ways 
right 
to 
follow 
his conscience, 
though it loud him to disaster and death, 
but history is inexorable. 
Bhe takes no, 
account of sentim ent nnd Intention, and 
In her cold and luminous eyes th at side 
is right which lights In harm ony with tho 
stars In their courses. The men are right 
through whose efforts the world Is helped 
onward, and hum anity moves to a higher 
level and a brighter day. 
The men who nro living today and who 
were young In ltWO will never forget the 
glory and glam our th at filled the earth 
and tho sky when tho long tw ilight of 
doubt and uncertainty waa ending and 
the tim* of action had come. A speech by 
Abraham Lincoln was an event not only 
of high moral significance, but of fa r­ 
reaching Importance. 
The drilling of a 
militia company by Ellsworth attracted 
national attention. The fluttering of the 
Hag In the clear sky drew tears from the 
eyes of young men. 
Patriotism , which 
had been a rhetorical expression, became 
a passionate emotion, In which instinct, 
logic and feeling were fused. 
The coun­ 
try was w orth saving. It could be saved 
only by fire. No sacrifice w as too great. 
The young men of the country were ready 
for the sacrifice. Come weal, come woe, 
they were ready. 
MCKINLEY THE SOLDIER. 
At seventeen years of age William Mc­ 
Kinley heard this summons of his coun­ 
try. He was the sort of youth to whom A 
military Ufo in ordinary times would pos­ 
sess no attractions. 
H is nature was far 
different from that of the ordinary sol­ 
dier. 
He had other dreams of life, Its 
prises and pleasures, than that of marches 
and battles. 
But to his mind there was 
no choice or question. Th* banner float­ 
ing In the morning brees* was tbs beck­ 
oning gesture of hts country. The thrill­ 
ing notes of the trumpet called him—him 
and none other—Into the ranks. H is por­ 
trait In his first uniform is familiar to 
you all—the short, stocky figure; the quiet, 
thoughtful face; the deep, dark syss. It 
Is the face of a lad who could not stay 
at home when he thought bs w as needed 
In the Held. Ha was of the stuff of which 
good soldiers are made. Had he been ten 
years older he would have entered at th* 
head of a company and com* out at th* 
head of a division. 
But he did what he 
could. 
He enlisted as a private. 
H e 
learned to obey. 
His serious, sensible 
ways, his prompt, alert efficiency, soon a t­ 
tracted the attention of his superiors. He 
was so faithful in little things they gave 
him more and more to do. He was untir­ 
ing in camp and on the march, swift, cool 
arid fearless in fight. 
He left the army 
with field rank when the war ended, bre­ 
vetted by President Lincoln for gallantry 
In battle. 
In coming years when men seek to draw 
the moral of our great civil w ar nothing 
will seem to them so adm irable In all the 
history of our two magnificent arm ies as 
tho way In which the w ur came to a close. 
When the Confederate arm y saw the time 
had come, it acknowledged the pitiless 
logic of facts and ceased fighting. W hen 
the arm y of the Union saw it was no lon­ 
ger needed, w ithout a m urm ur or ques­ 
tion. m aking no terms, asking no return, 
in the flush of victory and fullness of 
m ight It laid down Its arms and melted 
back Into the m ass of peaceful citizens. 
There is no event since the nation wa* 
born which has so proved its solid ca­ 
pacity for self government. 
Both sec­ 
tions share equally In th a t crown of glory. 
They had held a debate of Incomparable 
Im portance arid had fought it out with 
equal energy. 
A conclusion had been 
reached, and It Is to the everlasting honor 
of both alden th at they each knew when 
the w ar w as over and the hour of a last­ 
ing peace had struck. We may admire tha 
desperate daring of others who prefer an- 
Batlon to compromise, but the palm of 
mon sense and, I will say, of enlight- 
patrlotism belongs to the men like 
and lase, who knew when they nod 
enough for honor and for country.

ing that no truer, tenderer knight to hl.v 
chosen lady ever lived among m ortal men. 
If to the sjiirMs of the just 
m ad e ¡erfect 
la jiermlttcd the con.sc lousnesa of earthly 
things, we may he sure th at hl.s faithful 
aoul 1» now w atching over that gentle suf­ 
ferer who counts the long hours In fhi-lr 
■hatfered home In the desolato sp lendor 
of his fame. 
A man p ossessing the qualities with 
wMch nature had 
« tidowísl 
McKinley 
seeks p olitical activity as naturally as a 
grow ing p lant seeks light and air. 
A 
wholesome amhltlon, a rare p ower of 
m aking frle.nds and keep ing them, a faith 
which may he called religious In his coun­ 
try *nd Its Institutions, and flowing from 
this a belief that a man <ouM do no no­ 
bler work than to servo such a country— 
these were the elements In his character 
th a t drew him irreslsflhly Into p ublic life. 
Bfe hacl from the beginning a remurkahl* 
equip ment, a m anner of singular grace 
and charm , a voice id ringing íp iallty and 
great carrying p ower. 
Vast 
ils were the 
crowds 
th at 
gafhereil 
about 
him, 
he 
reached fhelr utmost fringe w ithout np 
p arent effort. 
He had an extraordinary 
p ower of m nrshailng and p resenting sig­ 
nificant fscfs so as to bring conviction 
to the nverngt' rnlnd. 
His range of read­ 
ing was not wide. He resd only w hat he 
m ight somo dtiy find useful, ant! w h it he 
read his memory held like hrnss 
'i hose 
who knew him well In those early days 
can never forg« >t the conaummate skill 
and p ower with which he would *« lect a 
few p ointed facts and, blow uiion blow, 
would ham m er them Into the attention of 
great n-ssembíages In Ohio, as Ja» l drovo 
the nail Into the hend of tlie Oanaanlte 
cap tain. 
He was not often Imp asaloneil 
He rarelj' resorted to the aid of wit or 
humor, yet I never saw Ids equal In eon- 
trolling and eonvlnelng n p op ular audi­ 
ence by sheer iip p <-al to their reason and 
Intelligence. 
Ho did not Hatter or cajole 
them , hut there w as an Imp lied eomjill- 
m ent In the serious and sober tone In 
w hk'h ho addressed thorn. He seemed one 
of them ; in heart and feeling he was one 
of them. 
F^ach artisan In a great crowd 
m ight say. T hat is the sort of man I 
would like to be and under rnoro favoring 
circum stances might have been. 
He had 
tho divino gift of sym p athy which, though 
given only to tho elect, m akes all men 
their friends. 
H IS P O LIT IC A L CA REER. 
So It cam© natnm lly about th at In 1876, 
the beginning of tho second century of 
the rep ublic, he began by an election to 
cungre.ss his p olitical career 
T hereafter 
for fourteen years this cham ber was his 
home. 
1 use the word advisedly. 
No­ 
whore In the world w as he so In harm ony 
w ith his environment as here. 
Nowhere 
else did his mind work with such full con­ 
sciousness of its p owers. 
The a ir of de­ 
bate was native to him. 
Here he drank 
delight of battle with his p eers. In after 
days when ho drove by this stately idle 
or when on rare occasions his duty called 
him here he greeted his old haunts w ith 
the affectionate zest of a child of the 
house. 
During all the last ten years of 
his life, nilcd as they were w ith activity 
and glory, he never censed to bo home­ 
sick for this hall. 
W hen he came to the 
p residency, there w as not a day when 
hla congressional service was not of use 
fo him. ITobahly no other p resident has 
been In such full and cordial communion 
w ith congress. If we may excep t Lincoln 
alone. McKinley knew the legislative bialy 
thoroughly. Its comp osition. Us inethods, 
its habits of thought. 
Ho had tho p ro- 
foundt« t resp ect for its authority and an 
Inñ oxlble belief In the ultim ate rectitude 
of Us p urp osiw. 
Our history shows how 
surely an executive courts disaster nnu 
ruin by assuinlng an attitude of hostility 
or distrust to the legislature, and, on the 
other hand, McKinley’s frank and sincere 
trust ami <;nnlldonce In congress were re­ 
p aid by p rom p t and loyal sup p ort and co­ 
op eration. During hla entire terra of olllce 
this m utual trust and regard, so essential 
to the p ublic welfare, were never shaduw- 
ed b y a single cloud. 
He was a Uep ubllcan. He could not be 
anything else. 
A ITnlon soldier grafted 
up on a fla y Whig, he neces.Harlly believ­ 
ed In the "American system "—In p rotec­ 
tion to home industries; In a strong, ag- 
gresaive nationality; In a liberal construc­ 
tion of the constitution. 
W hat any self 
reliant nation mlglit rightly do he felt this 
nation hud p ower to do. If required by tho 
common w elfare and not p rohibited by 
our w ritten charter. 
M ’K IN L E Y IN CONGRESS. 
Following tho natural bent of his mind. 
he devoted himself to questions of flniince 
and revenue, to the essentials of the na­ 
tional housekeep ing. 
He took high rank 
In the house from the beginning. 
His 
readiness In debate, hla m astery of every 
flubjcct he handled, the briglit and am i­ 
able light he shed about him and, above 
all. the unfailing courtesy and good will 
w tth which he treated friend and foe alike 
—o n e of the surest signatures of a nature 
born to great destinies—made hl.s service 
In tho house a {lathway of unbroken suc­ 
cess and brought him a t last to the all im­ 
p ortant p ost of chairm an of ways and 
m eans and leader of the m ajority. Of the 
fam ous revenue act which in that ca­ 
p acity he fram ed and carried through con­ 
gress tt Is not my p urp ose here and now 
to sp eak. The embers of the controversy 
In the midst of which th at law had Us 
troubled being are yet too warm to be 
handled on a day like this. 
I may only 
Bay th at It was never sufllclently tested 
to p rove the p ruises of Its friends or the 
criticism of Its op p onents. 
A fter a brief 
existence It imssed aw’uy, for a time. In 
the storm th at swep t the Rep ublicans out 
of p ower. 
McKinley also p assed through 
a brief zone of shadow, his congressional 
district having been rearranged for that 
p urp ose by a hostile legislature. 
Some one has said It Is easy to love our 
enemle.s; they help us so much more than 
our friends. 
The p eop le whose malevo­ 
lent skill had turneil McKinley out of 
congress deserved well of him and of tho 
rep ublic. Ne^er was Nemesis more sw ift 
and energetlCT The Rep ublicans of Ohio 
were saved the tiouble of choosing a gov­ 
ernor; the other side had chosen one for 
them . 
A year after McKinley left con­ 
gress he was made governor of Ohio, and 
tw o years later he was re-elected, each 
tim e by m ajorities anhop ed for and over­ 
whelming. He came to fill a sp ace In the 
p ublic eye which obscured a great p ortion 
of the field of vision. In two national con­ 
ventions the p residency seemed within his 
reach, but he had gone there in the In­ 
terest of others, and his honor forbade 
any dalliance with tem p tation. 
So his 
nay w as nay, delivered w ith a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. 
His hour 
w as not yet come. 
?TME PATH TO T H E W H IT E HOUSE. 
T here was, how’ever, no long delay. He 
becam e from year to year the m ost p rom­ 
inent p olitician and orator !n the coun­ 
try. 
Poaslonately devoted to the p rtsol- 
p ies of his p arty, he w as alw ays ready to 
do anything, to go anywhere, to p roclatni 
Its Ideas and to sup p ort Its caxulldateg. 
Ills face and his voice becam e fiamlliM’ to 
ItilUifin« QÍ o ur £ S íiS t¡A m û M íttm u 
they 


were seen and beard men became his p ar­ 
tisans. 
His fare was cast in a classic 
mold. 
You see faces like It In antique 
m.arble In the. qalleriea of the Vatican 
and In the p orm lts of the grtiat cardinal 
statesm en of Italy. 
His voice w as me 
voice of the p erfect orator—ringing, vi­ 
brating. tireless, p ersuading by lt.s very 
sound, by Its accent of sincere conviction. 
Rc> p rudent and so guarded were all i is 
utterances, so lofty his courtesy, thiit he 
never em barri*aed his friends and never 
offended 
his 
op p onents. 
Kor 
sever.al 
m onths befcjre the Uep utillcan natl >nal 
convention m et in 1S9<; 11 was evldi-nt to 
all who had eyes to si-e th.tt Mr. M cKin­ 
ley was the only p robable candidate of 
his p arty. 
O ther names were mentioned 
of the highest rank In ability, charactc*r 
and i» op uJarlty. they were sup p orted by 
p owerful combinations, but the nom ina­ 
tion of McKinley as against the field 
wu h 
Inevitable.

Tho most extravagnnt p romises made 
by the sanguine McKinley advocates five 
years ago are left out of sight by the.s<* 
sober facta.

■Ion, from which his friends had wild bis 
election would relievo the country. 
Our 
relations with the outside world left much 
to be desired. 
Th« feeling between the 
northern and southern Heidbui« of the 
Union was lacking In the cordiality whb-h 
was necsssary to the w elfare of both. 
Hawaii had asked for annexation and 
had been rejected by the p naiedlng ad ­ 
m inistration. There was a state of things 
in the Uaribbean which could not p erm a­ 
nently endure. Dur nelghlior’s house was 
on fire, and there were grave doubts ns to 
our rights and duties In the p remlsin. 
A 
m an ellhei* weak or rash, either Irresolute 
or headstrong, might have brought ruin 
on himself and Incalculable harm to the 
country. 
Again I crave the p ardon of those who 
differ w ith me If, against all my Inten­ 
tions, 1 hap p en to say a word which may 
seem to them unbefitting the p lace and 
hour. Rut I nm here to give tho op inion 
which his friends entertnlnwi of President 
McKinley, of course claiming no Immuni­ 
ty from criticism In w hat I shall say. 
I 
believe, then, th at the verdict of history 
will be th at he met all these grave quee- 
tloiiB with p erfect valor and Incomp arable 
ability; th at In grap p ling w ith them he 
rose to the full height of a great occasion 
in a nm nrer which redounded fo the last­ 
ing benefit of the country and to his own 
Immortal honor.

But when the die w as cast he labored 
with the utnioHt energy and ardor and 
with an Intelligence In m ilitary m atters 
which showed how much of tho soldier 
still FurvIviHl In the m ature statesm an to 
p ush forward the w ar to a decisive close. 
W ar was an nngtdsh to him. Ho wanted 
It short and conclu.sIve. 
His merciful 
real communicated Itself to his subordi­ 
nates. and the war, so long dreaded, 
whose consixiuences were so momentous, 
ended In a hundred days. 
“A U G M EN T ER OF T H E STATE.” 
Mr. atedm an, the dean of our p oets, has 
called him "A ugm enter of tho State." 
It 
Is a p roud title. 
If justly conferred. It 
ranks him among the few whose names 
may be p laced definitely and forever In 
charge of tho hl.<!torlu muse. 
I ’nder hla 
rule Hawaii has come to us, and Tutullo, 
Porto Rico and the vast archip elago of 
the east. 
Uubn Is free. 
Our i>osltlon In 
the Caribbean Is assured beyond the p os­ 
sibility of future question. 
Tho doctrine 
ralliHl by the name of Monroe, so long 
derided and denied by alien p ublicists, 
evokes now no challenge or contradiction 
when uttered to the world. It has become 
an interuutlonul truism . 
Our sister re­ 
p ublics to the south of us are convinced 
that wo desiro only their p eace and p ros­ 
p erity. Flurop o knows th at wa cherish no 
dream s hut those of worldwide commerce, 
tho benefit of which shall be to all na­ 
tions. 
The state is augmented, but it 
threatens no nation under heaven. As to 
those regions which have come under the 
shadow of our flag, the p osalbllrty of their 
being damaged by such a change of cir­ 
cumstances was In the view of McKinley 
a thing unthlnkHlile. To believe th at wo 
could not adm inister them to their ad­ 
vantage was to turn infidel to our Ameri­ 
can faith of more than a hundred years. 
In dealing with foreign p owers he will 
lake rank with the greatest of our dip lo­ 
m atists. It was a world of which he had 
little sp ecial knowledge before oomlng to 
the p resldeticy, but hla marvelous adap ta­ 
bility was In nothing more rem arkable 
than In the firm grasp he Immediately dis­ 
p layed In International relations. In p re­ 
p aring for war and In the restoration of 
p eace he was alike adroit, courteous and 
fiirslghtod. 
hen a sudden emergency 
declanxl Itself, as In China, in a state of 
things of which our history furnished no 
p recedent and International law no safe 
and certain p recep t, fte healtated not a 
moment to take the course mairked out 
for him by considerations of hum anity 
and the national interests. 
Even while 
th© legations were fighting for their lives 
against bands of infuriated fanatics he 
decidtHl th at we were at p eace with China, 
and while th at conclusion did not hinder 
him from taking the moat energetic m eas­ 
ures to rescue our Imp eriled citizens It 
enabled him to m aintain close and friend­ 
ly relations with the wise and heroic vice­ 
roys of the south, whose resolute stand 
stkved that ancient emp ire from anarchy 
and sp oUallon. 
He disp osed of every 
question as It arose with a p romp tness 
and clarity of vision that astonished his 
advisers, and he never had occasion to re­ 
view a Judgment or reverse a decision. 
By p atience, by firmness, by sheer rea­ 
sonableness, he Imp roved our understand­ 
ing w ith all the great p owi>rs of the world 
and rightly gained the blesaing which be­ 
longs to the p eacemakers. 
AN ERA OF PRO SPERITY.

I will not w aste your tim e by exp laining 
th at I do not Invoke for any m an tho 
cre*ilt of this vast result. 
The cap tain 
cannot claim tliat it Is lie who drives the 
m ighty steam ship over the tum bling bil­ 
lows of the trackless deep , but p raise Is 
justly due him If he has made the boot of 
her trem endous p owers, if he has read 
aright the currents of the sea and the 
lessons of the stars, and we should be un­ 
grateful If In this hour of p rodigious p ros­ 
p erity we should fall to rem em ber that 
Willl.'im 
McKinley w ith 
sublime 
faith 
foresaw It, with Indomitable courage la­ 
bored ffw It, p ut hlH whole heart and mind 
Into the work of bringing It aI>out. that 
It wa.s his voire wiilch. In dark hours, 
rang out, heralding tho coming light, as 
over tho tw ilight w aters of the Nile the 
m ystic cry of Memnon announced tho 
dawn to Eg yp t, waking from sloep . 
H IS SO U T H E R N V ISIT S. 
Among the m ost agreeable Incidents of 
the p resldent’a term of office were the 
two journeys he made to the south. Tho 
moral r*‘unlon of the sections, so long 
and so anlently desired by him, had been 
Initiated by the .Sp anish war, when the 
veterans of lK>th sides and their sons had 
marched shoulder to shoulder together 
under the sam e banner. The p resident in 
these journeys sought, w ith more than 
usual eloquence and p athos, to create a 
sentim ent which should end forever the 
ancient feud. He was too good a p olitician 
to exp ect any results In the way of votes 
In hlH favor, and he accomp lished none. 
B ut for aJI th at the good seed did not full 
on barren ground, 
in the w arm and 
chivalrous hearts of th at generous p eop le 
the w ho of his cordial aiid brotherly 
words will Unger long, and his jtame will 
be cherlsheil In many a household where 
even yet the lost cause Is worship ed. 
Mr. McKinley w as re-elected by an over­ 
whelming m ajority. There had been little 
doubt of the result am ong well Informed 
p eop le, but when It w as known a p ro­ 
found feeling of relief and renew al of 
trust were evUlent among the leaders of 
cap ital and of Industry not only In this 
country, but everywluire. 
They felt th at 
the immediate future was secure and that 
trade and commerce m ight safely p ush 
forward In every field of effort and enter­ 
p rise. 
He Insp ired universal confidence, 
which la the lifeblood of the commercial 
system of the world. It bt'gan frequently 
to be said th a t such a state of things 
ought to continue. One after another, men 
of p rominence said that the p resident was 
hla own best successor. He p aid little a t­ 
tention to these suggestions until they 
were rei>eat» ^ by some of his nearest 
friends. 
Then he saw th at one of the 
m ost cherished traditions of our p ublic 
life was In danger. The generation which 
has seen the p rop hecy of the p ap al thrgne 
—non videbis annos P etri—twice contra­ 
dicted by the !or» gevlty of holy men was 
in p eril of forgetting the unw ritten law of 
our rep ublic—Thou ehalt not exceed the 
years of W ashington. Tho p resident saw 
It was time to sp eak, and in his charac­ 
teristic m anner he sp oke, briefly, but 
enough. 
W here 
the 
lightning 
strikes 
there la no neetl of iteration. 
F'rom th a t 
hour no one dream ed of doubting his p ur­ 
p ose of retiring at the end of his aeoond 
term, azid it will be long before ojiother 
such lesson is required, 
T H E H A R V E ST TIM E. 
He felt th at the har\'est tim e w as come 
to garner In tho fruits of so much p lant­ 
ing and culture, and he w as determined 
th at nothing ho might do or say should 
be liable to the rep roach of a p ersonal in­ 
terest. Let us say frankly he was a p arty 
man. 
He believed the p olicies advocated 
by him and hla friends counted for much 
in the country’s p rogress and p rosp erity. 
He hop ed in his second term to accom ­ 
p lish substantial results in the develop ­ 
ment and afflnnatlon of those p olicies. I 
sp ent a day w ith him shortly before he 
started on his fateful journey to Buffalo. 
Never had I seen him higher in hop e and 
p atriotic confidence. 
He was as sure of 
the future of his tountry as the p salm ist 
who cried, “Glorlsus things are sp oken of 
thee, thou city of Uod!" He was gratified 
to the heart th a t we had arranged a 
treaty which gave us » free hand in the 
isthm us. 
In fancy he saw the canal al­ 
ready built and th© argosies of the world 
p a c in g through it in p eace and am ity. 
He saw in the Immense evolution of 
American trade the fulfillment of all his 
dream s, the rew ard of all his labors. He 
was. I need not say, an ardent p rotec­ 
tionist, never more sincere and devoted 
than during those last days of his life. 
He regarded r*.*clp rocity as the bulw ark 
of p rotection, not a breach, but a fulfill­ 
ment of the law. The treaties which for 
four years had bet>n p rep aring under hla 
p ersonal sup ervision he regarded as ancU- 
lary to the general scheme. 
He was op - 
p ose*! to any revolutionary p lan of change 
In the existing legialaUon. 
He was care­ 
ful to p oint out th at everj-ihlng he hao 
done w as In faithful comp liance w ith 
Um 
law itself. 
H IS LA ST SPEECH . 
In th at mood of high hop e, of generoas 
exp ectation, he w'ent to Buffalo, and there. 
Oh Ihe threshold of eternity, he d ^ liver^ 


TEat 'm em orable sp eech ifrortliy for Itk 
loftiness of tone. Its blameless m orality. 
Its breadth of view, to be regarded as hla 
testam ent to the nation. Through all his 
p ride of country and his joy of Its success 
runs the note of solemn warning, as In 
K ip ling's noble hymn, "Lest we forget." 
"O ur cap acity to p roduce ba.s develop ed 
BO enorm ously a.nd our p rouucts have so 
multip lied th a t the p robktn of more m ar­ 
kets requires our urgent and immediate 
attention. 
Only a broad 
a ru i enlighteaed 
p olicy will keep w hat we have. No other 
p olicy will gel more. 
In these times of 
m arvelous bualnes.s energy and gain we 
ought 
to 
be 
looking 
to 
the 
future, 
strengthening the w*ak p laces In our In- 
duftrlal and commercial sy.stcms th at we 
m ay be ready for any storm or strain. 
"Ry sensible trade arrangem ents which 
will not Interrup t our home p roduction we 
shall extend the outlets for our Incn^asing 
surtilus. A sy.stem which p rovides a mu- 
tuiil exchange of commodities Is manlf fSl- 
ly essential to the continued and healthful 
grow th of our exp ort trade. We m ust not 
rep ose in fancbd security th a t we can 
forever sell everything and buy little or 
nothing. If such a thing were p ossibl*. It 
would not be tiest for us or for those with 
whom we deal. • • • Recip rocity Is the 
natural outgrow th of our wonderful In­ 
dustrial develop ment under the domestic 
p olicy now firmly established. • • • The 
p eriod of axciuslvenefis is p ast.

over him we can only say In deep affec­ 
tion and solemn awe, "Blessed are the 
p ure In heart, for they shaJl see God.”

He had not long to wait. The next day 
sp ed the bolt of doom, and for a week 
a fter—In an agony of dread broken by 
illusive glimp ses of hop e th at our p rayers 
might lie answ ered—the nation waited for 
the end. N othing In the glorious life th at 
we saw gradually w aning was more ad­ 
m irable and exem p lary than its close. 
The gentle hum anity of his words when 
he saw his assailant in danger of sum ­ 
m ary vengeance, "D on't let them hurt 
him ,” his chivalrous care th at the news

He was fortunate even In hla untimely 
death, for an event so tragical called the 
world Imp eratively to the Immediate study 
of his life and character and thus antici­ 
p ated the sure p raises of p osterity, 
F7very young and growing p eop le has to 
meet, a t moments, the p roblems of Its 
destiny. W hether the question comes, as 
In Egyp t, from a sp hinx, symbol of the 
hostile forces of om nip otent nature, who 
p unishes with Instant death our failure to 
understand her meaning, or w hether it 
comes, as In Jerusalem , from the Lord of 
Hosts, who comm ands the building of his 
temp le, it comes alw ays with tjie w arning 
th at tho p ast Is p ast and exp erience vain. 
"Your fathers, where are they, and the 
p rop hets, do they live forevur?” 
The 
fathers aro dead; the p rop hets are silent; 
the questions are few and have no an­ 
sw er but In time. 
W hen the horny outside case which p ro­

At such moments, which have already 
occurred a t least twice in the brief his­ 
tory of our own Uvea, we may be humbly 
grateful to have had leaders simp le In 
mind, clear In vision, as fa r as hum an 
vision can safely extend, p enetrating in 
knowiedge of msn. sup p le and fiexlble un­ 
der the strains and p ressures of eoclety, 
instinct w ith the energy of new life and 
untried 
strength, 
cautious, 
calm 
and, 
above all, gifted In a sup rem e degree w ith 
the m ost surely vlctorlbus of all p olitical 
virtues—the genius of Infinite p atience. 
The obvious elem ents which enter Into 
the fam e of a p ublic m an are few and by 
no m eans recondite.

8 0 as to leave his country In a moral 
or m aterial condition In advance of where 
he found it—such a m an’s p osition In hls- 
lory Is secure. If. In addition to this, his 
Written or sp oken words p ossess the subtle 
quality which carry them far and lodge 
them In m en's hoart.s, and, more than all, 
If his utterances and actions, while in­ 
formed w ith a lofty m orality, are yet 
tinged with the glow of hum an sym p athy, 
the fame of such a m an will shine like a 
beacon through the m ists of ages—an ob­ 
ject of reverence, of im itation and of love. 
It should be to us an occasion of solemn 
p ride th a t In the three great crises of our 
history such a man w as not denied us. 
The moral value to a nation of a renown 
such as W ashington’s and Lincoln’s and 
M cKinley’s Is beyond all comp utation. No 
loftier Ideal can b* held up to the em ula­ 
tion of Ingenuous youth. 
W ith such ex­ 
am p les we cannot be wholly ignoble.

the average housekeep er. 
The op erator stands the ham on end 
against a sup p orting block and p ro­ 
ceeds to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as It is p ossible for 
him to run his hand and knife down 
luto the flesh and around the hone. 
Having reached the extreme limit (as 
far, in fact, as it Is i>osslble to extend 
the knife), he reverses the ham nr.d 
begins cutting around the bone from 
the other end, cutting downward until 
he reaches the p oint that he attained 
in cutting from the end on which he 
began, the entire op eration being scl­ 
ent ific*ally correct and on the p rincip le 
of skinning an animal. The bone then 
slip s out clear and smooth, free from 
any adhering flesh. 
As 8(x>u as this is done stout twine is i 
wrap p ed around tlie ham and drawn 
taut, comp letely closing the ap erture 
left by the removal of the bone. The 
twlno is thus made fast and the ham 
laid away for a day or two, at the end 
of which time the hole has closed so 
neatly that, in slicing the bam, it is 
difilcult to determine the exact sp ot 
from which the bone was removed. 
This is the p rop er mode of making 
boneless ham, and w'lth a little p rac­ 
tice any housekeep er can learn to do 
the work as well as a p rofessional 
butcher. 
They will observe that first 
of all the bone is surrounded by a tis­ 
sue, and by starting the op eration from 
the ends they will be surp rised with 
'What facility this tissue, dividing the 
Ixme from the flesh, p eels loose from 
the former.

H e attacked bls Blackstone as he 
would havs done a hostile lntrenchm ent. 
Finding: the range of a country law ll* 
b rary too narrow, he went to the Albany 
L aw school, where he worked energetical­ 
ly w ith brilliant success, was adm itted to 
the bar and settled down to practice—a 
brevetted veteran of tw enty-four—In the 
quiet town of Canton, now and hencefor­ 
w ard forever fam ous aa the scene of his 
life and his place of sepulture. 
Here 
m any blessings awaited him—high repute, 
professional success and a domestic affec­ 
tion so pure, so devoted and stainless 
th a t future poets, seeking an Ideal of 
Christian marriage, will llnd in it a theme 
w orthy of their songs. This Is a subject 
to 
which 
the 
lightest 
allusion 
seems 
profanation, hut it is impossible to speak 
of William McKinley without rem em ber­ 
ing th at no truer, tenderer knight to h is 
chosen lady ever lived among mortal men. 
lf to the spirits of the Just made perfect 
Is perm itted the consciousness of earthly 
things, we m ay be sure that his faithful 
soul Is now w atching over that gentle suf­ 
ferer who counts the long hours in their 
shattered home in the desolate splendor 
of his fame. 
A man possessing the qualities with 
Which nature had endowed 
McKinley 
seeks political activity ss naturally as a 
grow ing plant seeks light and air. 
A 
wholesome ambition, a rare power of 
m aking friends and keeping them, a faith 
w hich may be railed religious in his coun­ 
try and its institutions, and flowing from 
th is a belief th at a m an could do no no­ 
bler work than to serve such a country— 
these were the elem ents in his character 
th a t drew him irresistibly into public life. 
H e had from tin* beginning a rem arkable 
equipment, a m anner of singular grace 
and charm , a voice v t ringing quality and 
great carrying prrwfr. 
Vast aa were the 
crowds 
th at 
gathered 
about 
him, 
he 
reached their utm ost fringe w ithout ap 
parent effort. 
He had an extraordinary 
power of m arshaling and presenting sig­ 
nificant facts so as to bring conviction 
to the average mind. 
His range of read­ 
ing w as not wide. He read only w hat he 
m ight anmo day find useful, and w hat he 
read his memory held like brass 
Those 
who knew him well In those early days 
can never forget the consum mate skill 
and power with which he would select a 
few pointed facts and, blow upon blow, 
would ham m er them Into the attention of 
g reat assemblages In Ohio, as Ja*l drove 
the nail into the head of the C anaanite 
captain. 
He was not often Impassioned 
H e rarely resorted to the ald of wit or 
humor, yet I never saw his equal in con­ 
trolling and convincing a popular audi­ 
ence by sheer appeal to their reason and 
Intelligence. 
Ho did not flatter or cajole 
them, but there w in an Implied compli­ 
m ent in the serious and sober tone in 
which he addressed them. H e seemed one 
of them ; In heart and feeling he w as one 
of them. 
Each artisan In a great crowd 
m ight say, T hat la the sort of man I 
would like to be and under more favoring 
circum stances m ight have been. 
Ile had 
th e divine gift of sym pathy which, though 
given only to the elect, m akes all men 
their friends. 
HIS POLITICAL CAREER. 
Bo It came n a ta n tly about th at In 1876, 
the beginning of the second century of 
the republic, he began by an election to 
congress his political career. 
T hereafter 
for fourteen years this cham ber w as his 
home. 
I use the word advisedly. 
No­ 
w here In the world w as he so In harm ony 
w ith his environm ent as here. 
Nowhere 
else did his mind work with such full con­ 
sciousness of Its powers. The a ir of de­ 
bate w as native to him. 
Here he drank 
delight of battle w ith hts peers. In after 
days when he drove by this stately pile 
or when on rare occasions hts duty called 
him here he greeted his old haunts w ith 
the affectionate seat of a child of the 
house. 
During all the last ten years of 
his life, filled as they were w ith activity 
And glory, he never ceased to be home­ 
sick for this hall. W hen he came to the 
presidency, there w as not a day when 
his congressional service was not of use 
io him. 
Probably no other president has 
been In such full and cordial communion 
w ith congress, if we may except Lincoln 
alone. McKinley knew the legislative body 
thoroughly, its composition, its methods, 
It* habits of thought. 
He had the p ro ­ 
foundest respect for Its authority ann an 
Inflexible belief In the ultim ate rectitude 
of Its purposes. 
Our history shows how 
surely un executive courts disaster and 
ruin by assum ing an attitude of hostility 
o r distrust to the legislature, and, on the 
other hand, McKinley's frank and sincere 
tru st and confidence in congress were re­ 
paid by prom pt and loyal support and co­ 
operation. During his entire term af office 
th is m utual trust and regard, so essential 
to the public welfare, were never shadow ­ 
ed by a single cloud. 
He w as a Republican. He could not be 
anything else. 
A Union soldier grafted 
upon a Clay W hig. he necessarily bellev 
ed In the "Am erican system "—in protea 
Hon to home Industries; In a strong, ag 
gresslve nationality; In a liberal construe 
tlon of the constitution. 
W hat any s e lf 
reliant nation m ight rightly do he felt this 
nation bud power to do, lf required by tho 
common welfare and not prohibited by 
our w ritten charter. 
M'KINLEY IN CONGRESS. 
Following the natural bent of hts mind, 
he devoted himself to questions of finance 
and revenue, to the essentials of the na 
tlonal housekeeping. 
Ile took high rank 
In the house from the beginning. 
His 
readiness In debate, his m astery of every 
subject he handled, the bright and am i­ 
able light he shed about him and, above 
aM, the unfailing courtesy and good will 
w ith which he treated friend and foe alike 
—one of the surest signatures of a nature 
born to great destinies—made his service 
In the house a pathw ay of unbroken suc­ 
cess and brought him a t last to the all im 
portent post of chairm an of ways and 
m eans and leader of the m ajority. Of the 
fam ous revenue act which In th at ca­ 
pacity he fram ed and carried through con­ 
gress It Is not my purpose here and now 
to speak. The embers of the controversy 
In the midst of which th a t law had lls 
troubled being are yet too warm to be 
handled on a day like this. 
I may only 
say th a t it was never sufficiently tested 
to prove the praises of Its friends or the 
criticism of Its opponents. 
A fter a brief 
existence It passed aw ay, for a time, in 
the storm th at swept the Republicans out 
of power. 
McKinley also passed through 
a brtuf zone of shadow, his congressional 
district having been rearranged for that 
purpose by a hostile legislature. 
Some one has said It Is easy to love our 
enemies; they help us so much more than 
o u r friends. 
The people whose malevo 
lent skill had turned McKinley out of 
congress deserved well of him and of the 
republic. Never was Nemesis more sw ift 
and en erg etic The Republicans of Ohio 
were saved the tiouble of choosing a gov 
ernor; the other side had chosen one for 
them . 
A year after McKinley left con 
gress he was made governor of Ohio, and 
tw o years later he was re-elected, each 
time by m ajorities nnhoped for and over 
whelming. He came to fill a space in the 
public eye which obscured a great portion 
o f the field of vision. In two national con 
ventlons the presidency seemed within his 
reach, but he had gone there In the in­ 
terest of others, and his honor forbade 
an y dalliance w ith tem ptation. 
So his 
nay w as nay, delivered w ith a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. His hour 
w as ao t yet come. 
UTHE PATH TO THE WHITE HOUSE. 
There was, however, no long delay. Ha 
became from year to year the m ost prom­ 
inent politician and orator In the coun­ 
try. Passionately devoted to the princi­ 
ples of his party, he waa always ready to 
do anything, to go anywhere, to proclaim 
"its Mean and to support its candidate*. 
Bin face and his voice became familiar to 
AUllfiim o f our Paonia g a d 


w ere seen and heard men becam e his p ar­ 
tisans. 
H is face w as cast in a classic 
mold. 
You see /aces like It In antique 
m arble In thai galleries of the Vatican 
and in the portraits of the g reat cardinal 
statesm en of Italy. 
His voice was me 
voice of the perfect orator—ringing, vi­ 
brating. tireless, persuading by Its very 
sound, by Its accent of sincere conviction. 
Bo prudent and so guarded were ail Ms 
utterances, so lofty his courtesy, th a t be 
never em barrassed his friends and never 
offended 
his 
opponent*. 
F or 
several 
m onths before the Republican national 
convention m et in 189*1 it was evident to 
all who had eyes to Bee th a t Mr. M cKin­ 
ley w as the only probable candidate of 
his party. 
O ther names were mentioned 
of the highest rank in ability, character 
and popularity, they were supported by 
powerful combinations, but the nom ina­ 
tion of McKinley os against the field was 
Inevitable. 
The campaign he made will be alw ays 
memorable In our political annals. 
He 
and his friends had thought th at the issue 
for the year was the distinctive and his­ 
toric difference between the two parties 
on the subject of the tariff. 
To this 
w ager of battle the discussions of the pre­ 
vious four years distinctly pointed. 
But 
no sooner had the two parties mode their 
nom inations than it H earne evident th at 
the opposing candidate declined to accept 
the field of discussion chosen by the Re­ 
publicans and proposed to put forw ard ae 
the main Issue the free coinage of silver. 
McKinley a t once accepted this challenge 
and, taking the battle for protection as 
already won, went w ith energy into the 
discussion of the theories presented by 
his opponents. 
He had wisely concluded 
not to leave his home during the canvass, 
thus avoiding a proceeding which has a l­ 
ways been of sinister augury In our poli­ 
tics, but from the front porch of his mod­ 
est house In Canton he daily addressed 
the delegations, which cam e from every 
p art of the country to greet him, in a se­ 
ries of speeches ho strong, so varied, so 
pertinent, so full of facts briefly set forth, 
of theories embodied in a single phrase, 
th at they formed the hourly text for the 
other speakers of his party and give prob­ 
ably tho most convincing proof we havs 
of his surprising fertility of resource and 
flexibility of mind. 
All this was done 
w ithout anxiety or strain. I rem ember a 
day I spent with him during th at busy 
summer. He had made nineteen speeches 
the day before; th at day h** made many. 
But in tile Intervals of these addresses he 
sat in his study and talked, with nerves 
as quiet and a mind as free from oare as 
if we had been spending a holiday a t t ’»e 
seaside or among the hills. 
AS PRESIDENT. 
W hen ho cam e to the presidency, ho 
confronted a situation of the utm ost diffi­ 
culty, which m ight well have appalled a 
m an of less serene and tranquil self con­ 
fidence. 
There had been a state of pro­ 
found commercial and Industrial depres­ 
sion, from which his friends had said bis 
election would relieve the country- 
Our 
relations w ith tho outside world left much 
to ho desired. 
The feeling between tho 
northern and southern sections of the 
Union was lacking in tho cordiality which 
was necessary to the w elfare of both. 
H awaii had asked for annexation and 
had been rejected by the preceding ad ­ 
m inistration. There was a state of things 
In the Caribbean which oould not perm a­ 
nently endure. Our neighbor's house was 
on fire, and thoro were grave doubts as to 
our rights and duties in the premises. 
A 
m an either weak or rash, either irresolute 
or headstrong, might have brought ruin 
on himself and Incalculable harm to th* 
country, 
Again I crave the pardon of those who 
differ w ith me lf, against all my Inten­ 
tions, I happen to say a word which may 
seem to them unbefitting the place and 
hour. Hut I nm hero to give the opinion 
which his friends entertained of President 
McKinley, of course claiming no Immuni­ 
ty from criticism In w hat I shall say. I 
believe, then, th at the verdict of history 
will be th at he m et ail these grave ques­ 
tions w ith perfect valor and Incomparable 
ability; th at In grappling w ith them he 
rose to the full height of a g reat occasion 
In a m anner which redounded to tho la st­ 
ing benefit of the country and to his own 
Immortal honor. 
Tho least desirable form of glory to a 
man of his habitual mood and temper. 
th at of successful war, w as nevertheless 
conferred upon him by uncontrollable 
events, 
lie felt It m ust come. 
He de­ 
plored Its necessity. 
He strained alm ost 
to breaking his relations w ith his friends 
In order, first, to prevent and then to 
postpone It to the latest possible moment. 
B ut when the die w as cast he labored 
w ith the utm ost energy and ardor and 
w ith an Intelligence in m ilitary m atters 
which showed how much of the soldier 
still survived In the m ature statesm an to 
push forw ard the w ar to a decisive close. 
W ar w as an anguish to him. lie w anted 
it short and conclusive. 
H is merciful 
real communicated itself to his subordi­ 
nates. and the war. so long dreaded, 
whose consequences were so momentous, 
ended in a hundred duys. 
“AUGMENTER OF THE STATE.” 
Mr. Stedm an, the dean of our poets, has 
called him "A ugm enter of the State." 
It 
Is a proud title. 
If Justly conferred, it 
ranks him among the few whose nam es 
m ay be placed deflnltwly and forever in 
charge of tho historic muse. 
Under his 
rule H awaii hsa come to us, and Tutullo, 
Porto Rico and the Vast archipelago of 
the east. 
Cuba Is free. 
Our position In 
the Caribbean Is assured beyond the pos­ 
sibility of future question. 
The doctrine 
called by the name of Monroe, so long 
derided and denied by allen publicists, 
evokes now no challenge or contradiction 
when uttered to the world. It has become 
an international truism . 
Our sister re­ 
publics to tho south of us are convinced 
th at we desire only their peace and pros­ 
perity. Europe knows th at we cherish no 
dream s but those of worldwide commerce, 
the benefit of which shall be to all n a­ 
tions. 
The state is augm ented, but it 
threatens no nation under heaven. As to 
those regions which have come under the 
shadow of our flag. the posaibiltty of their 
being damaged by such a change of cir­ 
cum stances was In the view of McKinley 
a thing unthinkable. To believe th at we 
could not adm inister them to their ad­ 
vantage was to turn Infidel to our Ameri­ 
can faith of more than a hundred years. 
In dealing with foreign powers he will 
take rank with the greatest of our diplo­ 
m atists. It w as a world of which he had 
little special knowledge before ooming to 
the presidency, but his marvelous ad ap ta­ 
bility was In nothing more rem arkable 
than in the Arm grasp he immediately dis­ 
played in International relations. In pre­ 
paring for w ar and In the restoration of 
peuce he was alike adroit, courteous and 
farsighted. 
W hen a sudden emergency 
declared Itself, as in China, in a state of 
things of which our history furnished no 
precedent and international law no safe 
and certain precept, Se hesitated not a 
m om ent to take the course marked out 
for him by considerations of hum anity 
and the national interests. 
Even while 
the legations were fighting for their lives 
against bands of Infuriated fanatics he 
decided th at we were at peace with China, 
and while th at conclusion did not hinder 
him from taking the most energetic m eas­ 
ures to rescue our imperiled citizens It 
enabled him to m aintain close and friend­ 
ly relations w ith the wise and heroic vice­ 
roys of the south, whose resolute stand 
saved that ancient empire from anarchy 
and spoliation. 
He disposed of every 
question as it arose w ith a promptness 
and clarity of vision th at astonished hts 
advisers, and he never had occasion to re­ 
view a Judgment or reverse a decision. 
By patience, by firmness, by sheer rea­ 
sonableness, he Improved our u n d erstan d 
ing w ith all the great powers of the world 
and rightly gained the blessing which be­ 
longs to the peacemakers. 
AN ERA OF PROSPERITY. 
J3ut the achievement! of th* nation,ta 


war ana diplomacy are throw n in tne 
shade by the vast economical develop­ 
ments which took place during Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley’s adm inistration. 
Up to the time 
of his first election the country was suf­ 
fering from a long period of depression, 
the rvaaon© of which I will not try to 
seek, but from the moment the ballots 
were counted that betokened his advent 
to power a great and m om entous move­ 
ment in advance declared Itself along ail 
the lines of Industry and commerce. 
In 
the very m onth of his inauguration steel 
rails began to be sold at J18 a ton, one of 
the most significant facts of modern times. 
It m eant th a t American industries had 
adjusted themselves to the long depres­ 
sion, th at through the power of the raee 
to organise and combine, stim ulated by 
the conditions the* prevailing, and per­ 
haps by the p r o s p e c t of legislation favor­ 
able to industry, America had l>egun to 
undersell the rest of the world. 
The 
movement went on w ithout ceasing. The 
president and his party kept the pledges 
of their platform and their canvass. The 
D ingily bill was speedily framed and s<»t 
in operation. 
Ail Industries responded to 
the new stimulus, and American trade set 
out on its new crusade not to conquer the 
world, but to trade with it on term s ad­ 
vantageous to all concerned. 
I will not 
weary you with statistics, but one or two 
words seem necessary to show how the 
act* of McKinley aa president kept pace 
with hi* professions as candidate. 
His 
four years of adm inistration were costly. 
We carried on a w ar which, though brief, 
was expensive. 
Although we borrowed 
two hundred millions and paid our own 
expenses, w ithout asking for Indemnity, 
the effective reduction of the debt now 
exceeds the total of the w ar bonds. 
We 
pay six millions less hi Interest th an we 
did before the war, and no bond of the 
United S tates yields the holder 2 per cent 
on it* m arket value. 
So much for the 
governm ent credit. 
And we have five 
hundred and forty-six millions of gross 
gold In the treasury. 
DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE. 
But. coming to the development of our 
trade in the four McKinley years, we 
seem to be entering the realm of fable. In 
the last, fiscal year our excess of exports 
over im ports was $664.692.*26. 
In the last 
four years It was $2,354,442,213. These fig­ 
ures are so stupendous th at they mean 
little to a careless reader. 
B ut consider! 
The excess of export* over im ports for the 
whole preceding period from 1790 to 1897— 
from W ashington to McKinley—w as only 
$356,806,822. 
Tho m ost extravagant promises made 
by the sanguine McKinley advocates five 
years ago are left out of sight by these 
sober facts. The "debtor nation” has be­ 
come the chief creditor nation. Tho finan­ 
cial center of the world, which required 
thousands of years to Journey from the 
E uphrates to the Tham es and the Seine, 
seems passing to tho H udssn between 
daybreak and dark. 
I will not waste your tim e by explaining 
th at I do not invoke for any m an the 
credit of this vast result. 
The captain 
cannot claim th at it is he who drives the 
m ighty steam ship over the tum bling bil­ 
lows of the trackless deep, but praise is 
justly due him lf he has made the best of 
her trem endous powers, lf he has read 
aright the currents of the sea and the 
lessons of the stars, and we should be un­ 
grateful if in this hour of prodigious pros­ 
perity we should fall to rem em ber th at 
W illiam 
McKinley 
w ith 
sublime 
faith 
foresaw it, with Indomitable courage la­ 
bored for it, put his whole heart and mind 
into the work of bringing It about, that 
It was his voice which, in dark hours, 
rang out, heralding the coming light, as 
over the tw ilight w aters of the Nile the 
mystic cry of Memnon announced the 
dawn to Egypt, w aking from sleep. 
HI8 SOUTHERN VISITS. 
Among the most agreeable Incidents of 
the president’s term of office were the 
two Journeys he made to the south. The 
moral reunion of the sections, so long 
and so ardently desired by him, had been 
initiated by the Spanish war, when the 
veterans of both sides and their sons had 
marched shoulder to shoulder together 
under the sam e banner. The president in 
these Journeys sought, w ith more than 
usual eloquence and pathos, to create a 
sentim ent which should end forever the 
ancient feud. He was too good a politician 
to expect any results In the way of vote* 
In his favor, and he accomplished none. 
But for all th at the good seed did not fall 
on barren ground. 
Jn the w arm and 
chivalrous hearts of th a t generous people 
the echo of his cordial and brotherly 
words will linger long, and hts name will 
be cherished In m any a household where 
even yet the lost cause Is worshiped. 
Mr. McKinley was re-elected by an over­ 
whelming m ajority. There had been little 
doubt of the result am ong well Informed 
people, but when It w as known a pro­ 
found feeling of relief and renewal of 
tru st were evident among the leaders of 
capital and of Industry not only In this 
country, but everywhere. They felt th a t 
the im mediate future w as secure and th at 
trade and commerce m ight safely push 
forward In every field of effort and enter­ 
prise. 
He inspired universal confidence, 
which Is the lifeblood of the commercial 
system of the world. It began frequently 
to be said th at such a state of things 
ought to continue. One after another, men 
of prominence auld th a t the president was 
his own best successor. He paid little a t­ 
tention to these suggestions until they 
were repeated by some of his nearest 
friends. 
Then he saw th at one of the 
most cherished traditions of our public 
life was In danger. The generation which 
has seen the prophecy of the papal throne 
—non videbls annos P etri—twice contra­ 
dicted by the longevity of holy men was 
In peril of forgetting the unw ritten law of 
our republic—Thou shalt not exceed the 
year* of W ashington. The president saw 
It was tim e to speak, and In his charac­ 
teristic m anner he spoke, briefly, but 
enough. 
W here the 
lightning 
strikes 
there is no need of Iteration. 
From th a t 
hour no one dreamed of doubting his pur­ 
pose of retiring at the end of his seoond 
term, and it will be long before another 
such lesson is required. 
THE HARVEST TIME. 
He felt th at the harvest tim e w as coms 
to garner in the fruits of so much plant­ 
ing and culture, and he was determined 
th at nothing he m ight do or say should 
be liable to the reproach of a personal In­ 
terest. Let us say frankly he w as a party 
man. 
He believed the policies advocated 
by him and his friends counted for much 
in the country's progress and prosperity. 
He hoped in his second term to accom­ 
plish substantial results in the develop­ 
ment and affirmation of those policies. I 
spent a day with him shortly before he 
started on his fateful Journey to Buffalo. 
Never had I seen him higher in hope and 
patriotic confidence. 
He was as sure of 
the future of his to untry as the psalm ist 
who cried, "Glorious things are spoken of 
thee, thou city of God!" He w as gratified 
to the h eart th at we had arranged a 
treaty which gave us a free hand in the 
Isthmus. 
In fancy he saw the canal al­ 
ready built and the argosies of the world 
passing through it In peace and amity. 
He saw ta the Immense evolution of 
American trade the fulfillment of all his 
dream s, the rew ard of all his labors. He 
was, I need not say, an ardent protec­ 
tionist, never more sincere and devoted 
than during those last days of his life. 
He regarded reciprocity as the bulwark 
of protection, not a breach, but a fulfill­ 
ment of the law. The treaties which for 
four years had been preparing under his 
personal supervision he regarded as ancil­ 
lary to the general scheme. 
He was op­ 
posed to any revolutionary plan of changs 
ta the existing legislation. He w as care­ 
ful to point out th at everything he ha® 
done w as In faithful compliance w ith tits 
law itself. 
HIS LAST SPEECH. 
In th at mood of high hope, of generous 
expectation, he went to Buffalo, and there, 
on .the threshold of eternity, he delivered 


ffiat 'memorable speech W orthy to r TUT 
loftiness of tone, Its blameless m orality, 
Its breadth of view, to be regarded as hi* 
testam ent to the nation. Through all his 
pride of country and his joy of Ha succesa 
runs the note of solemn warning, aa in 
Kipling’s noble hymn. "Lest we forget.” 
"O ur capacity to produce bas developed 
so enorm ously and our products have so 
multiplied th a t the problem of more m ar­ 
kets requires our urgent and immediate 
attention. 
Only a broad and enlightened 
policy will keep w hat we have. No other I 
policy will get more. 
In these times of 
m arvelous business energy and gain wa 
ought 
to 
be 
looking 
to 
the 
future, 
strengthening the w*ak places in our in­ 
dustrial and commercial systems th at we 
m ay be ready for any storm or strain. 
"B y sensible trade arrangem ents which 
will not Interrupt our home production we 
shall extend the outlets for our Increasing 
surplus. A system which provides a m u­ 
tual exchange of commodities la m anifest­ 
ly essential to the continued and healthful 
grow th of our export trade. We m ust not 
repose in fancied security th a t we can 
forever sell everything and buy little or 
nothing. If such a thing were possible, it 
would not be beet for us or for those with 
whom we deal. • • • Reciprocity is the 
natural outgrow th of our wonderful in­ 
dustrial development under the domestic 
policy now firmly established. • • • The 
period of exclusiveness is past. 
The ex­ 
pansion of our trade and commerce is tho 
pressing problem. 
Commercial w ars are 
unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relations will prevent re­ 
prisals. 
Reciprocity treaties are in h ar­ 
mony with the spirit of the tim es; m eas­ 
ures of retaliation are not." 
I wish I bari tim e to read the whole of 
this wise and w eighty speech. N othing I 
m ight say could give such a picture of the 
president's mind and character. His years 
of apprenticeship had been served. 
He 
stood th at day past m aster of the a rt of 
statesm anship. 
He had nothing more to 
ask of the people. 
He owed them noth­ 
ing but tru th and faithful service. 
His 
mind and h eart were purged of the tem p­ 
tations which beset all men engaged in 
the struggle to survive. 
In view of the 
revelation of hi* nature vouchsafed to us 
th a t day and the fate which impended 
over him we can only say in deep affec­ 
tion and solemn awe, "Blessed are the 
pure in heart, for they shall see God." 
Even for th a t vision he w as not un­ 
worthy. 
THE FATAL SUMMONS. 
He had not long to wait. The next day 
sped the bolt of doom, and for a week 
after—4n an agony of dread broken by 
Illusive glimpses of hope th a t our prayers 
might lie answ ered—the nation waited for 
the end. N othing in the glorious life th a t 
we saw gradually w aning w as more ad­ 
mirable and exem plary th an its close. 
The gentle hum anity of hts words when 
he saw his assailant in danger of sum ­ 
m ary vengeance. "D on't let them hurt 
him," his chivalrous care th a t the news 
should be broken gently to his wife, the 
fine courtesy with which he apologized 
for the dam age which his death would 
bring to the g reat exhibition, and tho he­ 
roic resignation of his final words, "It is 
God s w ay; his will, not ours, be done," 
were all the instinctive expression* of a 
nature so lofty and so pure th at pride In 
its nobility a t once softened and enhanced 
the nation’s sense of loss. 
The republic 
grieved over such a son, but is proud for­ 
ever of having produced bim. 
A fter all, 
in spite of Its tragic ending, his life was 
extraordinarily happy. 
He had all his 
days troops of friends, the cheer of fam e 
and fruitful labor, and he became a t last— 
"On fortune’s crowning slope. 
The pillar of a pedfde’s hope. 
The center of a world s desire.” 
He w as fortunate even in his untimely 
death, for an event so tragical called the 
world im peratively to the Immediate study 
of his life and character and thus antici­ 
pated the sure praises of posterity. 
Every young and growing people has to 
meet, a t moments, the problems of Its 
destiny. W hether the question comes, as 
In Egypt, from a sphinx, symbol of the 
hostile forces of om nipotent nature, who 
punishes with Instant death our failure to 
understand her meaning, or w hether it 
comes, as In Jerusalem , from the Lord of 
H osts, who comm ands the building of his 
temple, it comes alw ays with tjie w arning 
th a t Hie past is past and experience vain. 
"Y our fathers, where are they, and the 
prophets, do they live forever?" 
The 
fathers are dead; the prophets are silent; 
the questions are few and have no an ­ 
swer but in time. 
W hen the horny outside case which pro­ 
tects the Infancy of a chrysalis nation 
suddenly bursts and In a single abrupt 
shock it finds itself floating on wings 
which had not existed before, 
whose 
strength it has never tested, am ong dan­ 
gers it cannot foresea and is w ithout ex­ 
perience to measure, every motion is a 
problem and every hesitation m ay be an 
error. The past gives no clew to the fu ­ 
ture. 
The fathers, where are they, and 
the prophets, do they live forever? We 
are ourselves the fathers! 
W e are our­ 
selves the prophets! 
The questions th at 
are put to us we m ust answ er w ithout de­ 
lay, w ithout help, for the sphinx allows 
no one to paso. 
THE GENIUS OF PATIENCE. 
At such mom ents, which have already 
occurred a t least twice in the brief his­ 
tory of our own lives, we m ay be humbly 
grateful to have had leaders simple in 
mind, clear in vision, as fa r as hum an 
vision can safely extend, penetrating in 
know ledge of men, supple and flexible un­ 
der the strains and pressures of society, 
Instinct w ith the energy of new life and 
untried 
strength, 
cautious, 
calm 
and, 
above all, gifted In a suprem e degree w ith 
the m ost surely victorious of all political 
virtues—the genius of Infinite patience. 
The obvious elem ents which enter into 
the fam e of a public m an are few and by 
no m eans recondite. The m an who fills a 
g reat station In a period of change, who 
leads his country successfully through a 
tim e of crisis; who, by his power of per­ 
suading and controlling other*,, has been 
able to command the best thought of his 
age, ao as to leave his country In a m oral 
or m aterial condition in advance of where 
he found It—such a m an’s position In his­ 
tory is secure. If, in addition to this, his 
W ritten or spoken words possess the subtle 
quality which carry them fa r and lodge 
them in men s hearts, and, more than all, 
lf his utterances and actions, while in­ 
formed with a lofty m orality, are yet 
tinged with the glow of hum an sym pathy, 
the fame of such a m an will shine like a 
beacon through the m ists of ages—an ob­ 
ject of reverence, of im itation and of love. 
It should be to us an occasion of solemn 
pride th at ta th© three great crises of our 
history such a m an w as not denied us. 
Th© m oral value to a nation of a renown 
such as W ashington’s and Lincoln’s and 
M cKinley's Is beyond all computation. No 
loftier ideal can ba held up to the em ula­ 
tion of ingenuous youth. 
W ith such ex­ 
am ples we cannot be wholly Ignoble. 
G rateful as we m ay be for w h at they did. 
let us be still more grateful for w hat they 
were. 
W hile our dally being, our public 
policies, still feel the Influence of their 
work, let us {tony th a t In our spirits their 
lives m ay be voluble, calling us upward 
and onward. 
There Is not one of us but feels prouder 
of his native land because the august fig­ 
ure of W ashington presided over its be­ 
ginnings; no one but vows it a tenderer 
lev# because Lincoln poured out his blood 
for it; no one but m ust feel his devotion 
for his country renewed and kindled when 
he rem embers how McKinley loved, rever­ 
ed and served it. showed In his life how a 
citizen should live and In his last hour 
tau g h t us how a gentlem an could die. 


MAKING BO N ELESS HAMS. 


B o s z c k e e p e n M ay Do I t a s W e ll a a a 
P ro fe s s io n a l B a tc h e r. 
Little though one may think, the 
process of making a boneless ham is 
quite a fine art and one that requires 
no small degree of skill in the under­ 
taking. 
In fact, it is not every one 
who can "bone” a ham successfully. 
In the event a housekeeper unfamiliar 
with the art of removing the bone 
from hams were to undertake the job 
6he would be almost certain to begin 
operations by first of all splitting the 
ham open and endeavoring to carve out 
the bone by cutting around it. The re­ 
sult would be failure and vexation of 
the worst sort, to say nothing of a ruin­ 
ed ham. 
The proper way to remove 
the bone would never suggest Itself to 
the average housekeeper. 
The operator stands the ham on end 
against a supporting block and pro­ 
ceeds to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as it is possible for 
him to run his hand and knife down 
Into the flesh and around the bone. 
Having reached the extreme limit (as 
far, in fact, as it Is possible to extend 
the knife), he reverses the ham and 
begins cutting around the bone from 
the other end, cutting downward until 
he reaches the point that he attained 
In cutting from the end on which he 
began, the entire operation being sci­ 
entifically correct and on the principle 
of skinning an animal. The bone then 
slips out clear and smooth, free from 
any adhering flesh. 
As soon as this is done stout twine is 
wrapped around the ham and drawn 
taut, completely closing the aperture 
left by the removal of the bone. The 
twine Is thus made fast and the ham 
laid away for a day or two, at the end 
of which time the hole has closed so 
neatly that, in slicing the ham, it is 
difficult to determine the exact spot 
from which the bone was removed. 
This is the proper mode of making 
boneless ham, and with a little prac­ 
tice any housekeeper can learn to do 
the work as well as a professional 
butcher. They will observe that first 
of all the bone is surrounded by a tis­ 
sue, and by starting the operation from 
the ends they will be surprised with 
what facility this tissue, dividing the 
bone from the flesh, peels loose from 
the former.

If to the spirtts of the Just made i>« rfeet 
Is permitted the consciousness of ea r t h l y 
things, we may he sure that Ids faithful 
imul Is now watching over th at gentle suf­ 
ferer who counts the long hours In t h e i r 
•battered home In tho desolate splendor 
of his fame. 
A inun possessing the finalities with 
which 
nature had 
endowed 
McKinley 
seeks political activity as naturally as a 
grow ing plant seeks light and air. 
A 
wholesome ambition, n rare power of 
m aking friends and keeping them, a faith 
w hich may he called religious In his coun­ 
try' And Its Institutions, and flowing from 
this a belief that a man could do no no­ 
bler work than to servo such a country— 
these were the elements In his character 
th a t drew him Irresistibly Into public life. 
Ile hml from the beginning a rem arkable 
equipment, a manner of singular grace 
and charm , a voice cif ringing quality and 
great carrying power. 
Vast ae were the 
crowds 
that 
gathered 
about 
him, 
ho 
roached their utm ost fringe w ithout ap 
parent effort. 
He had an extraordinary 
power of m arshaling ami presenting sig­ 
nificant facia so as to bring conviction 
to the average mind. 
His range of read­ 
ing was not wide. Ile read only w hat he 
m ight somo flay find useful, and w hat he 
read his memory held like brass 
Those 
who knew him well In those early days 
can never forget the consum m ate skill 
and power with which he would select a 
few pointed facts and, blow upon blow, 
would hamm er them Into the attention of 
great assemblages In Ohio, as Jnel drove 
the nail Into the head of the ('anaanlte 
captain. 
Ile was riot often Impassioned 
H e rarely resorted to the ald of wit or 
humor, yet I never rnaw his equal In con­ 
trolling and convincing a popular audi­ 
ence by sheer appeal to their reason and 
Intelligence. 
Ho did not flatter or cajole 
them, but there was an Implied compli­ 
m ent In the serious and sober tone In 
which he addressed them. Ile seemed one 
of them ; In heart and feeling he wris one 
of them. 
Each artisan In a great crowd 
m ight say. That la the sort of man I 
would like to be and under more favoring 
circum stances might have been. 
Ile had 
tho divine gift of sym pathy which, though 
given only to the elect, m akes all men 
their friends. 
HIS POLITICAL CAREER. 
So It came naturally about th at In 1876, 
the beginning of the second century of 
the republic, he hcgnn by an ejection to 
congress his political career. 
T hereafter 
for fourteen years this cham ber w as his 
home. 
I use the word advisedly. 
No­ 
where In the world w as he so In harm ony 
w ith his environment as here. 
Nowhere 
else did his mind work with such full con­ 
sciousness of its powers. 
The a ir of de­ 
bate w as native to him. 
H ere he drunk 
delight of battle with his peers. In after 
days when ho drove by this stately pile 
or when on rare occasions his duty called 
him here he greeted his old haunts with 
the affectionate zest of a child of the 
house. 
During all the last ten years of 
his Ufo, filled as they were w ith activity 
and glory, he never ceased to be home­ 
sick for this hall. W hen he came to the 
presidency, there w as not a day when 
his congressional service was not of use 
to him. 
Probably no other president has 
been In such full and cordial communion 
w ith congress, lf we m ay except Lincoln 
alone. McKinley knew the legislative body 
thoroughly, Its composition, Its methods. 
its habits of thought. 
He had the pro­ 
foundest respect for its authority and an 
Inflexible belief In the ultim ate rectitude 
of Its purposes. 
Our history shows how 
surely un executive courts disaster ana 
ruin by assuming an attitude of hostility 
or distrust to the legislature, and. on the 
other hand. McKinley's frank and sincere 
tru st nnd confidence In congress were re­ 
paid by prompt nnd loyal support and co­ 
operation. During his entire terra of office 
th is m utual trust and regnrd. so essential 
to the public welfare, were never shadow ­ 
ed by a single cloud. 
He was a Republican. 
He could not bo 
anything else. 
A Union soldier grafted 
upon a fla y Whig, he necessarily believ­ 
ed In the "American system "—In protec­ 
tion to home Industries; In a strong, ag­ 
gressive nationality; In a liberal construc­ 
tion of the constitution. 
W hat any self 
reliant nation might rightly do he felt this 
nation hud power to do, lf required by tho 
common welfare and not prohibited by 
our w ritten charter. 


M’KINLEY IN CONGRESS. 
Following the natural bent of his mind, 
he devoted himself to questions of finance 
and revenue, to tho essentials of Hie na­ 
tional housekeeping. 
Ile took high rank 
In the house from the beginning. 
His 
readiness In debate, his m astery of every 
subject he handled, the bright and am i­ 
able light he shed about him nnd, above 
OU, the unfailing courtesy and good will 
w ith which he treated friend and foe alike 
—one of the surest signatures of a nature 
born to great destinies—made his service 
In the house a pathw ay of unbroken suc­ 
cess and brought him a t last to the all Im­ 
p ortant post of chairm an of ways and 
m eans and leader of the m ajority. Of the 
fam ous revenue act which In th at ca­ 
pacity he fram ed and carried through con­ 
gress It Is not my purpose here and now 
to speak. The embers of the controversy 
In the midst of which th at law had its 
troubled being are yet too warm to be 
handled on a day like this. 
I may only 
•av th a t It was never sufficiently tested 
to prove the praises of Its friends or the 
criticism of Its opponents. 
A fter a brief 
existence It passed awny, for a time, In 
the storm th at swept the Republicans out 
of power. 
McKinley also passed through 
a brief zone of shadow, his congressional 
district having been rearranged for that 
purpose by a hostile legislature. 
Some one bus said It la easy to love our 
enemies; they help us so much more than 
our friends. 
The people whose malevo­ 
lent skill had turned McKinley out of 
congress deserved well of him and of the 
republic. Neyer was Nemesis more swift 
and en ergetic The Republicans of Ohio 
were saved the tiouble of choosing a gov­ 
ernor; the other side had chosen one for 
them. 
A year after McKinley left con­ 
gress he was made governor of Ohio, and 
tw o years later he was re-elected, each 
time by majorities nnhoped for nnd over­ 
whelming. Ile came to fill a space tn the 
public eye which obscured a great portion 
of the field of vision. In two national con­ 
ventions the presidency seemed within his 
reach, but he had gone there in the in­ 
terest of others, and his honor forbade 
any dalliance with temptation. 
So his 
nay was nay, delivered w ith a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. 
His hour 
w as so l yet come. 


TTHE PATH TO TH E WHITE HOUSE. 
T here was. however, no long delay, lls 
becam e from year to year the most prom­ 
inent politician nnd orator In the coun­ 
try . 
Passionately devoted to the princi­ 
ples of his party, he was always ready to 
do anything, to go anywhere, to proclaim 
Its ideas and to support Its candidate*. 
H is face and his voice became familiar to 
Bunton* o t our 2£Q»i% aad jrfimssr * * 7 


were seen and Heard men became hi* p ar­ 
tisans. 
Ills fare was east In a classic 
mold 
You see fares like It In antique 
m arble In th** galleries of the Vatican 
and In the portrait* of the great cardinal 
statesm en of Italy. 
Ills voice w as me 
voire of the perfect orator -ringing, vi­ 
brating. tireless, persuading by It* very 
sound, by Its accent of sincere conviction. 
Ro prudent and so gun rd cd were ail lls 
Utter**nee*, so lofty hi* courtesy, th at be 
never e m b a rra ssd his friends and never 
offended 
hi* 
opponents 
For 
neveral 
month* before the Republican n atl mal 
convention met In ISO*; Ii was evident to 
all who had eyes to *ec th at Mr. M cKin­ 
ley w as the only probable candidate of 
hi* party. 
O ther names were mentioned 
of the highest rank In ability, character 
and popularity, they were supported by 
pow arf ul eomldnutton*. but the nom ina­ 
tion of McKinley us agulnst the field Was 
Inevitable. 
The cam paign he mn*l*» will be alway* 
memorable In our jedltlcal annal*. 
He 
and his friend* had thought that the Issue 
for the year was the distinctive and his­ 
toric difference between the two parties 
c>n the subject of the tariff 
To this 
wager of battle the discussion* of the pre­ 
vious four years distinctly pointed 
Hut 
no sooner had the two parties made- their 
nominations thnn It lK>eame evident that 
the opposing candidate dr,dined to accept 
the field of discussion chosen by the Re­ 
publican* and proposed to put forw ard as 
the main Issue the free coinage of silver 
McKinley at once accepted this challenge 
and, taking the battle for protection as 
already won. went with energy Into the 
discussion of the theories presented by 
his opponents 
Ile had wisely concluded 
not to leave his home during the canvass, 
thus avoiding a proceeding whic h has a l­ 
ways been of sinister augury In our poli­ 
tics, but from the front porch of his mod­ 
est house In t'antnn he dally addressed 
the delegations, which came from every 
part of the country to greet him, In a se­ 
ries of speeches n o strong, no varied, so 
pertinent, so full of farts briefly net forth, 
of theories embodied In a single phrase, 
that they formed the hourly text for the 
other speakers of his party nnd give prob­ 
ably the most convincing proof we have 
of hla surprising fortuity of resource and 
flexibility of mind. 
All this was dons 
w ithout anxiety or strain. I rememl*er a 
day I spent with him during th at busy 
summer. He had made nineteen aporrhea 
the day before; that day he made many. 
Hut In the Intervals of these addresses he 
sat In his study and talked, with nerves 
as quiet nnd a mind as free from care as 
lf we had been spending a holiday u t t*»<* 
seaside or among the hills. 
AS PRESIDENT. 
When ho cam e to the presidency, bo 
confronted a situation of the utm ost diffi­ 
culty, which m ight well have appalled a 
man of lean serene and tranquil self con­ 
fidence. 
There had been a state of pro­ 
found commercial and Industrial dopres- 
slon, from which his friends had said Ids 
election would relievo the country. 
Our 
relations w ith the outside world left much 
to bo desired. 
The fooling between the 
northern and southern sections of the 
Union was lacking In the cordiality which 
was necessary to the welfare of both. 
Hawaii bad asked for annexation nnd 
had been rejected by the preceding ad­ 
m inistration. There was a state of things 
In the Caribbean which could not perm a­ 
nently endure. Our neighbor’s house was 
on fire, nnd there were grave doubts as to 
our rights and duties In the premises. A 
m an either weak or rash, either Irresolute 
or headstrong, might have brought ruin 
on himself and incalculable harm to the 
country. 
Again I crave the pardon of those who 
differ w ith me lf, against all my Inten­ 
tions, I happen to say a word which may 
seem to them unbefitting the place and 
hour, Hut I nm here to give tho opinion 
which his friends entertained of President 
McKinley, of course claiming no Immuni­ 
ty from criticism In w hat I shall say. I 
believe, then, th a t the verdict of history 
will be th a t he met ull these grave ques­ 
tions w ith perfect valor and Incomparable 
ability; th at in grappling with them he 
rose to the full height of a great occasion 
In a m anner which redounded to the la st­ 
ing benefit of the country and to his own 
Immortal honor. 
Tho least desirable form of glory to a 
man of his habitual mood and temper, 
that of successful war, was nevertheless 
conferred upon him by 
uncontrollable 
events. 
Ho felt It m ust come. 
He de­ 
plored Its necessity. 
He strained alm ost 
to breaking his relations with his friends 
In order, first, to prevent and then to 
postpone It to the latest possible moment. 
But when the die w as cast he labored 
with the utm ost energy and ardor and 
with an Intelligence In m ilitary m atters 
which showed how much of the soldier 
still survived In the m ature statesm an to 
push forw ard the w ar to a decisive close. 
W ar w as an anguish to him. He wanted 
it short and conclusive. 
His merciful 
real communicated Itself to his subordi­ 
nates. and the war, so long dreaded, 
whose consequences were so momentous, 
ended In a hundred days. 
“AUGM ENTER OF TH E 8TATE.” 
Mr. Stedman, the dean of our poets, has 
called him "A ugm enter of the State." It 
Is a proud title. 
If justly conferred, it 
ranks him among the few whose names 
may be placed definitely and forever In 
charge of the historic muse. 
U nder his 
rule Hawaii has come to us, and Tutulla, 
Porto Rico and the Vast archipelago of 
the east. 
Cubn is free. 
Our position In 
the Caribbean Is assured beyond the pos­ 
sibility of future question. 
The doctrine 
called by the name of Monroe, so long 
derided and denied by allen publicists, 
evokes now no challenge or contradiction 
when uttered to the world. It has become 
an international truism . 
Our sister re­ 
publics to the south of us are convinced 
th at we desire only their peace and pros­ 
perity. Europe knows th at we cherish no 
dream s but those of worldwide commerce, 
the benefit of which shall be to all na­ 
tions. 
The state Is augmented, but it 
threatens no nation under heaven. As to 
those regions which have come under the 
shadow of our Hag. the possibility of their 
being damaged by such a change of cir­ 
cumstances was In the view of McKinley 
a thing unthinkable. To believe th a t we 
could not adm inister them to their ad­ 
vantage was to turn Infidel to our Ameri­ 
can faith of more than a hundred years. 
In dealing with foreign powers he will 
take rnuk with the greatest of our diplo­ 
m atists. It was a world of which he had 
little special knowledge before ooming to 
the presidency, but his marvelous adapta­ 
bility was In nothing more rem arkable 
than in the firm grasp he Immediately dis­ 
played In International relations. In pre­ 
paring for war and In the restoration of 
peace he was alike adroit, courteous and 
farsighted. 
A\ hen a sudden emergency 
declared Itself, aa in China, in a state of 
things of which our history furnished no 
precedent and international law no safe 
and certain precept, fie hesitated not a 
moment to take the course marked out 
for him by considerations of hum anity 
and the national Interests. 
Even while 
the legations were fighting for their lives 
against bands of Infuriated fanatics he 
deckled th at we were at peace with China, 
and while th at conclusion did not hinder 
him from taking the most energetic meas­ 
ures to rescue our imperiled citizens It 
enabled him to m aintain close and friend­ 
ly relations with the wise and heroic vice­ 
roys of the south, whose resolute stand 
saved th at ancient empire from anarchy 
and spoliation. 
He disposed of every 
question as It arose with a promptness 
and clarity of vision that astonished his 
advisers, and he never had occasion to re­ 
view a Judgment or reverse a decision. 
By patience, by firmness, by sheer rea­ 
sonableness, he Improved our understands 
ing with all the great powers of the world 
and rightly gained the blessing which be­ 
longs to the peacemakers. 
AN ERA OF PROSPERITY. 
£ u t the achievements of the naUon^hj 


war and diplomacy are throw n In tne 
shade by the vast economical develop­ 
ment* which took place during Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley'* adm inistration. 
U p to the time 
of his first election the country was suf­ 
fering from a long period of depression, 
the reasons of which I will not try to 
seek, but from the moment the ballot* 
w« ro counted that betok* n**d his advent 
to power a great and momentous move­ 
ment In a<l va nee declared Itself .dong all 
the lines of Industry and rommer^e. 
In 
the very month of his Inauguration steel 
rails began to bo sold at JI* a ton, one of 
the most significant facts of modern times. 
It m eant th at American Industries had 
adjusted themselves to the long depres­ 
sion, th st through the power of the rs'-e 
to organize and combine, stim ulated by 
the conditions th*-a prevailing, and per- 
! haps by the prospect of legislation fsvor- 
i able to Industry, America had begun to 
j undersell tin- rest of the world. 
Tho 
* movement went on w ithout ceasing. The 
! president and his party kept th** pledges 
i of th*tr platform and their canvass. The 


I D ingily bill was speedily fram ed an<l s**t 
In operation. 
All Industries responded to 
the new stimulus, and American trade set 
out on Its new crusade not to conquer the 
world, but to trade with It on term s ad­ 
vantageous to sill concerned. 
I will not 
weary you with statistics, hut tine or two 
words seem necessary to show how the 
acts of McKinley as president kept pace 
with hi* professions as candidate. 
Ills 
four years of adm inistration were costly. 
We carried on a war which, though brief, 
was expensive. 
Although we borrowed 
two hundred millions arid paid our own 
expenses, without asking for Indemnity, 
the effective reduction of the debt now 
exceeds th*' total of the w ar bonds. 
We 
pay six millions less In Interest than we 
did before the war, nnd no bond of the 
United States yields the hokier 2 per cent 
on Its m arket value. 
Ro much for the 
governm ent credit. 
And we have five 
hundred and forty-six millions of gross 
gold In tho treasury. 
DEVELOPM ENT OF TRADE. 
But, doming to the development of our 
trail*) In the four McKinley years, we 
seem to lie entering the realm of fable. In 
the last fiscal year our excess of exports 
over Imports was >664.5I)2>26. 
In the last 
four years It was 12,354,442,213. Them* fig­ 
ure* are so stupendous th at they mean 
little to a careless reader. 
B ut consider! 
Th** excess of e x e r ts over Import* for tho 
whole preceding period from 1790 to 1897— 
from W ashington to McKinley—was only 
$356, 908,622. 
Tho most extravagant promises made 
by the s a n g u i n e McKinley advocates five 
years a g o are left out of sight by these 
sober facts. The "debtor nation" has be­ 
come the chief creditor nation. Tho finan­ 
cial center of the world, which required 
thousands of yeurs to Journey from the 
E uphrates to the Tham es nnd tho Belue, 
seems passing to tho H udson between 
daybreak and dark. 
I will not waste your time by explaining 
th at I do nut Invoke for any m an tho 
credit of this vast result. 
The captain 
cannot claim tliat It Is he who drives tho 
m ighty steam ship over the tum bling bil­ 
lows of the trackless deep, but praise Is 
Justly due him lf he has mode the best of 
her tremendous powers, lf he has read 
aright the current* of the sea and the 
lessons of the stars, and we should be un­ 
grateful lf In this hour of prodigious pros­ 
perity we should fall to rem em ber that 
W illiam 
McKinley 
w ith 
sublime 
faith 
foresaw It, with Indomitable courage la­ 
bored tor It, put hi* whole h eart and mind 
Into the work of bringing It about, that 
It was his voice which, In dark hours, 
rang out, heralding the coming light, aa 
over the twilight w aters of the Nile the 
m ystic cry of Mcmnon announced the 
dawn to Egypt, waking from sleep. 
HIS SOUTHERN VISITS. 
Among the most agreeable Incidents of 
the president’* term of office were the 
two Journeys he made to the south. Tho 
moral reunion of the section*, so long 
und h o ardently desired by him, had been 
Initiated by the Spanish war, when the 
veterans of both sides nnd their sons had 
marched shoulder to shoulder together 
under the sam e banner. The president in 
theso Journeys Nought, w ith more than 
usual eloquence and pathos, to create a 
sentim ent which should end forever the 
ancient feud. He was too good a politician 
to expect any results in the way of votes 
In his favor, and he accomplished none. 
But for all th at the good seed did not full 
on barren ground. 
In the warm and 
chivalrous hearts of th a t generous people 
the erho of hi* cordial and brotherly 
words will linger long, and his name will 
be cherished in many a household where 
even yet the lost cause is worshiped. 
Mr. McKinley was re-elected by an over­ 
whelming majority. There had been little 
doubt of the result am ong well Informed 
people, but when It w as known a pro­ 
found feeling of relief and renewal of 
tru st were evident among the leaders of 
capital and of Industry not only In this 
country, but everywliere. 
They felt th a t 
the Immediate future was secure and th at 
trade and commerce m ight safely push 
forward In every field of effort and enter­ 
prise. 
He Inspired universal confidence, 
which Is the lifeblood of the commercial 
system of the world. It began frequently 
to be said th at such a state of things 
ought to continue. One after another, men 
of prominence said th at the president was 
his own best successor. He paid little a t­ 
tention to these suggestions until they 
were repeated by some of his nearest 
friends. 
Then he saw th at one of the 
m ost cherished traditions of our public 
life was In danger. The generation which 
has seen the prophecy of tho papal throne 
—non videbis anno* Petri—twice contra­ 
dicted by the longevity of holy men was 
In peril of forgetting the unw ritten law of 
our republic—Thou shalt not exceed the 
years of W ashington. The president saw 
It was time to speak, and in his charac­ 
teristic m anner he spoke, 
briefly, but 
enough. 
W here the 
lightning strikes 
there Is no need of Iteration. 
From th a t 
hour no one dreamed of doubting his pur­ 
pose of retiring at the end of his seoond 
term, and It will be long before another 
such lesson is required. 
TH E HARVEST TIME. 
Ile felt th at the harvest tim e w as coms 
to garner In the fruits of so much plant­ 
ing and culture, and he w as determined 
th at nothing he might do or say should 
be liable to the reproach of a personal In­ 
terest. Let us say frankly he was a party 
man. 
He believed the policies advocated 
by him and hts frlemls counted for much 
In the country’s progress and prosperity. 
He hoped In his second term to accom­ 
plish substantial results In the develop­ 
m ent and affirmation of those policies. I 
spent a day with him shortly before he 
started on his fateful Journey to Buffalo. 
Never had I seen him higher In hope and 
patriotic confidence. 
He w as an sure of 
the future of his rountry as the psalm ist 
who cried, "Glorious things are spoken of 
thee, thou city of Hod!" He w as gratified 
to the heart th at we had arranged a 
treaty which gave us a free hand in the 
Isthmus. 
In fancy he saw the canal al­ 
ready built and the argosies of the world 
passing through It In peace and amity. 
He saw in the Immense evolution of 
American trade the fulfillment of all his 
dream s, the reward of all his labor*. He 
was, I need not say, an ardent protec­ 
tionist, never more sincere and devoted 
than during those last days of his life. 
He regarded reciprocity as the bulwark 
of protection, not a breach, but a fulfill­ 
ment of the law. The treaties which for 
four years had heen preparing under his 
personal supervision he regarded as ancil­ 
lary to the general scheme. 
He was op­ 
posed to any revolutionary plan of changs 
la the existing legislation. 
He wa* care­ 
ful to point out that everything he baa 
done was In faithful compliance with UM 
law itself. 
HIS LAST SPEECH. 
In that mood of high hope, of generous 
expectation, he went to Buffalo, and there, 


Tflat mem orable speech Worthy Tor Ilk 
loftiness of tone, Its blameless morality. 
Its breadth of view, to be regarded os his 
testam ent to the nation. Through all his 
pride of country ami his Joy of Its success 
runs the note of solemn warning, ss In 
K ipling's noble hymn. "Lest we forget.” 
"O ur capacity to produce bas developed 
so enorm ously and our product* have so 
multiplied th at the problem of more m ar­ 
kets requires our urgent and Immediate 
attention. Only a broad and enlightened 
policy will keep w hat we have. No other 
policy will get more. 
In these times of 
marvelous buxines* energy and gain we 
ought 
to 
he 
looking 
to 
the 
future, 
strengthening the w*ak places In our In­ 
dustrial **nd commercial system s th at we 
may be ready for any ntorm or strain. 
"By sensible trade arrangem ents which 
will not Interrupt our home production we 
shall extend the outlets for our increasing 
surplus. 
A system which provide* a mu­ 
tual exchange of commodities la m anifest­ 
ly essential to the continued and healthful 
grow th of our export trade. We m ust not 
repose In fancied security th at we can 
forever sell everything and buy little or 
nothing. 
If such a thing were posslbls. It 
would not he best for us or for those with 
whom we deal. • • • Reciprocity is the 
natural outgrow th of our wonderful in­ 
dustrial development under the domestic 
policy now firmly established. • • • Tho 
period of exclusiveness is past. 
The ex­ 
pansion of our trade and commerce Is tho 
pressing problem. 
Commercial w ars are 
unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relation* will prevent re­ 
prisals. 
Reciprocity treat Ie* are In h a r­ 
mony with the spirit of the times; m eas­ 
ures of retaliation ane not.” 
I wish I ha/1 time to read tho whole of 
this wise and weighty speech. N othing I 
might say could give such a picture of the 
president'* mind and character. Ills years 
of apprenticeship had been served. 
Ho 
st /KHI th at day past m aster of the a rt of 
BtaP-amanohtp. 
He ha/1 nothing more to 
ask of the people. 
He owed them noth­ 
ing hut tru th and faithful gervloe. 
Hla 
mind and heart weep purged of the tem p­ 
tations which beset all men engaged In 
the struggle to survive. 
In view of the 
revelation <»f his nature vouchsafed to us 
th at day nnd the fate which impended 
over him we can only say In deep affec­ 
tion and solemn uwe, "Blessed are tho 
pure In heart, for they shall see Go/1." 
Even for th a t vision ho was not un­ 
worthy. 
TH E FA TA L SUMMON8. 
He had not long to walt. The next day 
sped the bolt of doom, nnd for it week 
after—in an agony of dread broken by 
illusive glimpses of hope th at our prayers 
might 1/e answ ered—the nation waited for 
tho end. Nothing In the glorious life th at 
w’e saw gradually waning was more ad­ 
mirable and exem plary than Its dose. 
The gentle hum anity of hi* words when 
he saw his assailant In danger of sum ­ 
m ary vengeance, "D on't let them hurt 
him.” his chivalrous care th a t the news 
should be broken gently to his wife, the 
fine courtesy with which he apologized 
for the dam age which his death would 
bring to the great exhibition, and tho he­ 
roic resignation of his final words, “ It la 
God'* way; his will, not ours, be done." 
were all the Instinctive expressions of a 
nature so lofty and so pure th at pride In 
Its nobility a t once softened and enhanced 
the nation's sense of loss. 
The republic 
grieved over such a son, hut Is proud for­ 
ever of having produced him. 
A fter all, 
in spite of Its tragic ending, his life was 
extraordinarily happy. 
He had all his 
days troops of friends, the cheer of fame 
and fruitful labor, and he became a t last— 
"On fortune’s crowning slope, 
The pillar of a pcdfile's hope. 
The center of a world's desire." 
He w as fortunate even in his untimely 
death, for an event so tragical called the 
world Imperatively to the Immediate study 
of his life and character and thus antici­ 
pated the sure praises of posterity. 
Every young and growing people has to 
meet, a t moments, the problems of Its 
destiny. W hether the question comes, as 
In Egypt, from a sphinx, symbol of the 
hostile forces of omnipotent nature, who 
punishes with Instant death our failure to 
understand her meaning, or w hether It 
comes, as In Jerusalem , from the Lord of 
Hosts, who commands the building of his 
temple, It comes alw ays with tjie w arning 
th at the past Is past und experience vain. 
"Your fathers, where are they, and the 
prophets, do they live forever?” 
The 
fathers are dead; the prophets are silent; 
the questions are few and have no an ­ 
swer but In time. 
When the horny outside case which pro­ 
tects the Infancy of a chrysalis nation 
suddenly bursts and In a single abrupt 
shock it finds Itself floating on wings 
which 
hod not existed before, 
whose 
strength It has never tested, among dan­ 
gers It cannot forest*# and is w ithout ex­ 
perience to measure, every motion is a 
problem and every hesitation may be an 
error. The post gives no clew to tho fu­ 
ture. 
The fathers, where are they, and 
the prophets, do they live forever? 
We 
are ourselves the fathers! 
We are our­ 
selves the prophets! The questions th at 
are put to us we m ust answ er w ithout de­ 
lay, w ithout help, for the sphinx allows 
no one to pass. 
T H E GENIUS OF PATIENCE. 
At such moments, which have already 
occurred a t least twice In the brief his­ 
tory of our own lives, we may be humbly 
grateful to have had leaders simple In 
mind, clear in vision, as fa r as hum an 
vision can safely extend, penetrating in 
knowledge of man, supple and flexible un­ 
der the strains and pressures of society. 
Instinct with the energy of new life and 
untried 
strength, 
cautious, 
calm 
and, 
above all, gifted In a suprem e degree w ith 
the m ost surely victorious of all political 
virtues—the genius of infinite patience. 
The obvious elem ents which enter Into 
the fam e of a public m an are few and by 
no m eans recondite. The m an w’ho fills a 
great station In a period of change, who 
leads his country successfully through a 
tim e of crisis; who, by his power of per­ 
suading and controlling others,, has been 
able to command the best thought of his 
age, so as to leave his country in a m oral 
or m aterial condition in advance of where 
he found It—such a m an’s position in his­ 
tory Is secure. If, in addition to this, his 
Written or spoken words possess the subtle 
quality which carry them fa r and lodge 
them In men s hearts, and, more than all, 
lf his utterances and actions, while In­ 
formed w ith a lofty m orality, are yet 
tinged w ith the glow of hum an sym pathy, 
the fame of such a m an will shine like a 
beacon through the m ists of ages—an ob­ 
ject of reverence, of im itation and of love. 
It should be to us an occasion of solemn 
pride th a t in the three great crises of our 
history such a man w as not denied us. 
The moral value to a nation of a renown 
such as W ashington's and Lincoln’s and 
M cKinley's Is beyond all computation.

he rem embers how McKinley loved, rever­ 
ed and served it. showed In his life how a 
citizen should live and In his last hour 
taught us how a gentleman could die. 


MAKING BONELESS HAMS. 
TOLD IN EAST LIVERPOOL 


H ousekeepers May Do It as W e ll as a 
P ro fe s sio n a l B atcher. 
Little though one may think, the 
process of run king a boneless ham is 
quite a fine art und one that requires 
no small degree of skill in the under­ 
taking. 
In fact, it is not every one 
who can ‘‘bone" a ham successfully. 
In the event a housekeeper unfamiliar 
with the art of removing the bone 
from hams were to undertake the Job 
she would be almost certain to begin 
operations by first of ail splitting the 
ham open and endeavoring to carve out 
the bone by cutting around it. The re­ 
sult would be failure and vexation of 
the worst sort, to say nothing of a ruin­ 
ed ham. 
The proper way to remove 
the bone would never suggest Itself to 
the average housekeeper. 
The operator stands the ham on end 
against a supporting block and pro­ 
ceeds to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as it Is possible for 
him to run his hand nnd knife down 
into tile flesh nnd around the bone. 
Having readied the extreme limit (as 
far, in fact, as it Is possible to extend 
the knife), he reverses the ham and 
begins cutting around the bone from 
the other end, cutting downward until 
he reaches the point thnt he attained 
in cutting from the end on which he 
began, the entire operation being sci­ 
entifically correct and on the principle 
of skinning an animal. The bone then 
slips out clear and binooth, free from 
any adhering Amu. 
j Buffalo, lf. Y. 
As soon as this is done stout twine is { 
wrapped around the ham and drawn 
taut, completely dosing the aperture 
left by the removal of the hone. 
The 
twine is thus made fast and the ham 
laid away for a day or two, at the end 
of which time the hole has dosed so 
neatly thnt, In slicing the ham, it is 
difficult to determine the exact spot 
from which the bone was removed. 
This is the proper mode of making 
boneless bam, and with a little prac­ 
tice any housekeeper can learn to do 
the work as well as a professional 
butcher. 
They will observe that first 
of all the bone is surrounded by a tis­ 
sue, nnd by starting the operation from 
the ends they will be surprised with 
what facility this tissue, dividing the 
bone from the flesh, peels loose from 
the former.

Resiny D&.y 
• Skirts Prevent 
Much Disease 


By Mn. A. M. PALMER, President of tho Wooeo’i Rainy 
Day Club of America 


NGLISH WOMEN HAVE STILL TO LEARN 
THE VALUE OF THE RAINY DAY SKIRT. 
They have smoking rooms in their clubs, where 
the members sit and smoke cigarettes openly in 
a way that would rather astonish most of American 
club members and not altogether please them, but 
the English women still cling to trailing gowns that 
gather dust and disease germs in the streets to be diffused later on in 
the atmosphere of their homes. 
My object in going to England recently was to note the progress 
made by English women in the use of healthful garments for street 
wear. 
I find that all our work over there is cut out for us. 
Eng­ 
lish women, unlike those of America, are slow to see the need of a 
new departure in dress. 
They travel in well worn grooves. 
In Paris they are much the same as concerns their street dresses. 
They all sweep the sidewalks and gather dust and germs. 
Tho 
dresses are hung up in their homes, and the germs float off in the air. 
In some of the stores in London where women’s dress fabrics are 
sold and made up I tried to obtain a dress cut on tho rainy day 
pattern. 
I found it impossible. 
They simply wero not making 
dresses in that way. 
I made it a point to wear my own street 
costume with a skirt only to the boot tops to see if it would be 
regarded as strange. 
It attracted little attention even in the most 
public places. 
In the stores it was admitted to be a most sensible 
costume for the street, especially on rainy days. 
Here the rainy day skirt is making rapid progress. . We do not, 
remember, advocate a bicycle skirt, but one that comes to the boot 
tops, made (for rainy days) of waterproof, with a neat fitting jacket 
of the same material. 
If this co9tumo could bo introduced so that 
rich and poor would woar it, I feel sure that much disease would bo 
prevented.

“The prisoners are out! 
They’ve 
broke jail!” 
The cry was picked up by a score of 
voices and carried down the lone, nar­ 
row main street of Cimarron-to the 
gambling dens, where players dropped 
their cards and grabbed their guns; 
to the daucehall, where the music stop­ 
ped with a crnih; to the office of tho 
Windsor hotel, where traveling men 
suddenly lost Interest in a lively yarn; 
to the ill lighted shops, where mer­ 
chants locked safes and tills and pre­ 
pared to join In the man hunt. There 
was need of many deputy sheriffs in 
San Miguel county in those days. 
It was 9 o’clock when the alarm was 
sounded.

On a cot in his office lay lleynmnn, 
the county Jailer. 
He was encircled 
by stern faced men. 
A notary public 
was taking his last statement, setting 
forth that Randall Wolfe, Jose Koday, 
Manual Bancliez and Fillpe Monte/, 
had choked and gagged him while 
making their escape from tin* San 
Miguel county Jail. Later, at the cor­ 
oner’s Inquest, the attendant physician 
testified that had ileyrunan been in 
ordinary health the fracas with the 
desperadoes woald not have proved 
fatal, but the poor fellow was a 
“lunger” who had come to Colorado 
for his health. The gag had caused a 
hemorrhage. 
The fugitives had lieen sentenced 
for six months or less on petty charges, 
and public opinion laid the exploit at 
the door of Wolfe, handsome, daredevil 
Randall Wolfe, who had dropped into 
Cimarron from no one knew where, 
.With plenty of motley and a fondness 
for shooting at lamps in store win­ 
dow!. 
Soon after his arrival he had 
married one of the most beautiful 
Mexican girls In the vicinity, and they 
had settled down to a somewhat bo­ 
hemian housekeeping in a picturesque 
cabin among the river willows. 
All 
this had 
happened 
months before 
Wolfe had shot the lamps In Brown's 
drugstore, thereby starting a conflagra­ 
tion and landing in Jail. 
And now

Immense New Plant to Be Built By 
Morgans at Columbus at a Cost 
of $200,000. 


Columbus, Feb. 28.—The Morgan Engi­ 
neering and ConM ruction company of 
Columbus will soon begin Hie erection 
of an Immense plant for the manufac­ 
ture of over-head traveling cranes.

rear lobby 
of

house. 
At IO 
o ’clock the doors were opened and 
in five minutes the galleries 
were 
dense with people. 
Even the aisles 
were filled, but 
the 
crowding and 
jamming which have marred so many 
state occasions was avoided, as the 
tickets issued 
were limited strictly 
to the number 
of 
seats provided. 
Only one was given to each senator 
and representative and the gathering 
in the galleries was a distinguished 
one. 
The fa d that few of the ladles 
wore bright gowns 
was 
especially 
noticeable. 
They had attired them­ 
selves in dark costumes befitting tho 
occasion. 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, 
Miss 
Roosevelt, 
Mrs. Cowles 
the president’s 
sister, 
and Mrs. ('arow, the president's sis 
ter-in-Iaw. and friends of the pres! 
dent occupied the executive gallery. 
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In tho area in front of the speak­ 
er’s rostrum heavy leather-upholster 
ed fantom lr, had been placed for the

Prince Henrv, the cabinet, the gen­ 
eral of the army and Justices of the 
supreme eourt.

PRINCE BE8IDE PRESIDENT. 


For th*' third time the congress of tna 
United States Is assembled to commemo­ 
rate the life and the death of a president 
slain by the hand of an assassin. 
Th© 
attention of the future historian will he 
attracted to the features which reappear 
with startling sam* to ss in all three of 
these awful crimes the uselessness, the 
utter lack of consequence of the act, the 
obscurity, the Insignificance of tit.* crim­ 
inal, the binmelcHstn f *, so far as In our 
sphere of existence the best of men may 
be hold blameless, of the victim. Not one 
of our murdered presidents had en enemy 
in tho world. They tv re all of such pre­ 
eminent purity of life tin t no pretext 
could be given for lite attack of passional 
crime. 
They wore all men of democrat I*’ 
instincts who could never have offended 
the most jealous advocates of equality. 
They were of kindly and generous nature, 
to whom wrong or injustice w as Impossi­ 
ble; of moderate fortune, whose slender 
means nobody could ujiv.v. 
They were 
men of austere virtue, of tender heart, of 
eminent abilities, which they had devoted 
with single minds to the go**! of the re­ 
public. 
If ever men walked before God 
and man without blame, it wn« these 
three rulers of our people 
The only 
temptation to attack their lives offered 
was their gentle radiance to eyes haling 
the light that was offense enough 
The stupid uselessness of such an ln- 
fnmv affronts tho common sense of the 
world. 
One can conceive how the death 
of a dictator may change the political 
conditions of aft empire; how the extinc­ 
tion of a narrowing line of kings may 
bring In an allen dynasty.

ordered republic like ours the ruler may 
fall, but the- state ted s no t rem or. 
Our 
beloved and revenni lender Is gone. but 
the natural process of our laws provides 
us a successor. Identical in purpose and 
Ideals, nourished by the same teachings, 
inspire*] by the same principles, pledget! 
by tender affection as well as by high 1 
loyalty to carry to completion tile Im- j 
rn en so task committed to his hands, and j 
to smite with Iron severity every maul- < 
testation of that hideous crime which his I 
mild predecessor with hts dying breath j 
forgave. 
The sayings of celestial wis­ 
dom have no (Late 
The wonts that reac h 
us over 2,OOO years out of the darkest hour 
of gloom tho world has ever known are 
true to the life today, "They know not 
what they do.” 
The blow struck a t our 
dear friend and ruler was as deadly us 
blind hate could make It, but the blow 
strut k a t anarchy was deadlier still 
A 8 3 A 6 8 1 NATION’S VICTIMS. 
W hat a world of Insoluble problems 
such an evrfnt excites In the mind! 
Not 
m erely In Its jxrHonal, but In Its public 
uepecta, It presents a paradox not to btl 
comprehended, 
lintier a system of gov­ 
ernm ent so free and so Im partial that wo 
recognise Its existence only by Its lM>nefae- 
ttons; under a hoi lal order so purely dem ­ 
ocratic th a t classes cannot exist In It, a f­ 
fording opportunities so universal that 
even conditions are as changing as the 
winds, where the laborer of today Is the 
capitalist of tom orrow; under laws which 
are tho result of ages of evolution, so uni­ 
form and so beneficent th a t the president 
has just tho sumo rights and privileges as 
tho artisan, 
we gee the sumo hellish 
grow th of hatred and m urder which dogs 
equally the footstep* of benevolent m on­ 
archs and blood stained despots. 
How 
many countries can Join with us In the 
comm unity of a kindred sorrow? 
I will 
not speak of those distant regions where 
assassination enters Into the dally life of 
government, but among the nations bound 
to us by the ties of fam iliar Intercourse, 
who can forget th at wise and mild auto­ 
crat who hail earned tho proud title of 
tho lib erato r, th at enlightened and m ag­

citizen

mourns, that brave and chivalrous king 
of Italy who only lived for his people, and, 
saddest of all, th at lovely and sorrowing 
empress, whose harm less life could h ard ­ 
ly have excited the anim osity of a demon? 
A gainst th a t devilish spirit nothing avails, 
neither virtue nor patriotism , nor age nor 
youth, nor conscience nor pity.

most of the w retches whose crimes have 
so shocked hum anity In recent years are 
men not unlettered who have gone from 
the common schools, through m urder, to 
the scaffold.

The country be­ 
lieves th a t th e memory of three m urdered 
comrades of yours, all of whose voices

inspiration to enable you to solve even 
this abstruse and painful problem, which 
t has dimmed so m any pages of history 
with blood and w ith tea rs 
Before sri audience less sym pathetic 
than this I should not dare to speak of 
th at great career which we have m et to 
commemorate. Hut we are all his friends, 
and friends do not criticise each other's 
words about ma open grave. 
A TYPICAL AMERICAN. 
The life of William McKinley was from 
hi* birth to his death typically American. I 
There ie no environment, I should say, 
anyw here else In the world which could 
produce Just such a character. 
He was 
born into th a t way of life whit ii else­ 
where la t ailed the middle class, but 
which In this country is so nearly univer­ 
sal aa to m ake of other classes an alm ost 
negligible quantity. 
He was neither rich 
nor poor. neither proud nor humble*. 
He 
knew no hunger he was not mire of antis- 
tying, ao luxury which, could, suer vats 


inlntT or body. 
Ilia' par on fa were sotiof. 
God fearing people, intelligent and up­ 
right, 
w ithout 
pretension and w ithout 
humility 
He grew up In the com pany of 
boys like* hints cl f, wholesome, honest, self 
respecting. They looked down on nobody. 
They never felt It possible they could be 
looked down upon. Their houses w ere the 
homes of probity, piety, patriotism . They 
learned In the adm irable school readers of 
fifty years ago tho lessons of heroic and 
splendid life which have come down front 
tho past. They read In their weekly new s­ 
papers the story of the world’s progress, 
In which they were eager to take part, 
ami of the sins and wrongs of civilization 
with which they burned to do battle. 
It 
Was a serious and thoughtful time. 
The 
boys of th at day felt dimly, but deeply, 
th at days of sharp struggle and high 
achievem ent 
w ere before them. 
They 
looked at life w ith the wondering yet res­ 
olute eyes of a young esquire in tils vigil 
of nrm s 
They felt a tim e w as coming 
when to them should be addressed the 
stern adm onition of tho apostle, "Quit 
you like men; be strong." 
It is not easy to give to those of a later 
generation any clear Idea of that extraor­ 
dinary spiritual aw akening which passed 
over the Country at tho drat red signal 
Urea of the w ar between the states. 
It 
a a s not our earliest apocalypse. 
A hun­ 
dred years before the nation hail been re­ 
vealed to itself, when after long discus­ 
sion and much searching of heart the 
people of the colonies had resolved th a t ’ 
t,» live w ithout liberty was worse than to 
die and had therefore wagered in the sol­ 
emn game of w ar "their lives, their for­ 
tunes and their sacred honor." In a stress 
of heat and labor unutterable the country 
had been ham m ered and welded together, 
hut thereafter for nearly a century there 
had been nothing In our life to touch tho 
Innermost fountain of feeling and devo­ 
tion. 
We had had rum ors of w ars even 
w ars wo had had, not without sacrifices 
and glory—but nothing which went to tho 
vital self consciousness of tho country, 
nothing which challenged tho nation’s 
right to live. 
"THE VALLEY OF DECISION." 
Hut In IMO the nation was going down 
Into the valley of decision. The question 
which had been debated on thousands of 
platform s, which had been discussed In 
count leas publications, which, thundered 
from InuumeraMn pulpits, had caused In 
their congregations the bitter strife and 
dissension lo which only cases of con­ 
science can give rise, was everyw here 
pressing for solution. 
And not merely in 
, 
the various channels of publicity wan It 
alive ami clam orous 
About every fire­ 
side In the land, In the conversation of 
friends and neighbors and. deeper still, in 
tho secret of millions of human hearts the 
battle of opinion was waging, and all men 
felt and saw. with more or less clearness, 
; that an answ er to the Im portunate ques- 
! Hon, Shall the nation live? wus due and 
not to he denied. And I do not mean th at 
In the north alone there was this austere 
wrestling with conscience. 
In the south 
as well, below all the effervescence and 
excitem ent of u people 
perhaps more 
given to eloquent speech than we were 
there was tho profound agony of ques­ 
tion and answ er, the summons to (Pickle 
w hether honor and freedom did not call 
them to revolution and war. 
It la easy 
for partisanship to say th a t the one side 
w'as right anti th at the other wns wrong. 
It Is still coaler for an indolent m agna­ 
nimity to say that both were right. 
P er­ 
haps In the wide view of el hies one Is al­ 
ways 
right 
to 
follow 
his 
conscience, 
though It lead him to disaster and death, 
hut history is inexorable. 
Hhe takes no 
account of sentim ent nnd Intention, and 
In her cold and luminous eyes that side 
Is right which fights In harm ony with tho 
stars In their courses. The men are right 
through whose efforts the world la helped 
onward, and hum anity moves to rn higher 
level and a brighter day. 
The men who are living today and who 
were young In IMO will never forget the 
glory and glam our th at filled tho earth 
urn! tho sky when the long tw ilight of 
doubt and uncertainty was t tiding and 
the time of action had come. A speech by 
Ahruhum Lincoln was an event not only 
of high moral significance, hut of fa r­ 
reaching Importance. 
The drilling of a 
militia company by ^Haworth attracted 
national attention. 
The fluttering of the 
flag In the clear sky drew tears from the 
eyes of young men. 
Patriotism , which 
had been u rhetorical expression, became 
a passionate emotion. Iii which instinct, 
logic and feeling were fused. 
The coun­ 
try was worth saving 
It could he saved 
only by fire. 
No sacrifice w as too great. 
Tho young men of the country were ready 
for the sacrifice. Come weal, come woe, 
they were ready. 
M’KINLEY THE SOLDIER. 
At seventeen years of age William Mc­ 
Kinley heard this summons of hts coun­ 
try. lie was the sort of youth to whom a 
military life In ordinary times would pos­ 
sess no sttractiona 
Ills nature was for 
different from that of the ordinary sol­ 
dier 
He had other dreams of life, Its 
prises and pleasures, than that of marcher 
and battles. 
Hut to his mind there was 
no choice or question. 
The banner float­ 
ing In the morning br seas was the beck­ 
oning gesture of hie country. The thrill­ 
ing notes of the trumpet called him—him 
and none other- Into the ranks. His por­ 
trait In his drat uniform la familiar to 
you a ll - the short, stocky figure: the quiet 
thoughtful face; the deep, dark ayes. 
It 
bi the face of a lad wha could not stay 
at home when he thought he was needed 
In the field. He was of the atuff of which 
good soldiers are made. Had he been ten 
years older he would have entered at the 
head of a company arid come out at the 
head of a division 
But he did what he 
could, 
lie enlisted as a private, 
lie 
learned to obey. 
Ills ssiious, senaiblb 
wsys. his prompt, alert efficiency, soon a t­ 
tracted the attention of his superiors. lie 
was so faithful In little things thsy gave 
him more and more to do. lie was untir­ 
ing In camp and on the march, swift, cool 
sud fearless In fight 
He left the army 
with Held rank when the war ended, bre­ 
vetted by President Lincoln for gallantry 
In ira tile. 
In coming years when men seek to draw 
the moral of our great civil war nothing 
will seem to them so adm irable In all the 
history of our two magnificent arm ies ae 
the way In which the w ar came to a close, 
When the Confederate arm y saw the time 
Iim4 come, It acknowledged the pitiless 
logic of facts ami ( eased fighting. When 
the arm y of the Union saw it was no lon­ 
ger needed, without rn m urm ur or ques­ 
tion, m aking no terms, asking no return, 
In the flush of victory and fullness of 
might it laid down Its arm s and melted 
hack Into the m ass of peaceful citisena 
There Is no event ainee the nation was 
born which haa so proved its solid ca­ 
pacity for self governm ent 
Both sec­ 
tions share equally in th a t crown of glory. 
They had beld a debate of incomparable 
Im portance and hod fought It out with 
equal energy. 
A conclusion had been 
reached, and It is to the everlasting honor 
of both aldea th at they each knew when 
the w ar wag over and the hour of a lost- 
lug peace had struck. We may admire the 
U> yp’ rate daring of others who prefer «n- 
ntjiiiatlon to compromise, but the palm of 
rigs mon sense and, I will say, of enlight­ 
ened patriotism belongs to the men like 
Orgnt and Tore, who knew when they nod 
fought enough for honor and for country. 
A TENDER KNIGHT. 
4YUH*m MiJQaiax. N X *1 thai grunlM* 
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minion of man, fTarUyldld down "his sword 
and betook himself to his books. 
He 
quickly made up the time lost In soldier­ 
ing. 
He attacked bls Blackstone as he 
would have done a hostile intrenchm ent, 
Finding the rang* of a country law li­ 
brary too narrow, he went to the Albany 
Law school, where he worked energetical­ 
ly with brilliant success, was adm itted to 
the bar and settled down to preetlce—a 
brevetted veteran of tw enty-four In the 
quiet town of Canton, now and hencefor­ 
w ard forever famous as the scene of his 
life and his place of sepulture. 
H ers 
m any blessings awaited him—high repute, 
professional success and a domestic affec­ 
tion so pure. bo devoted and stainless 
th a t future poets, seeking an Ideal of 
C hristian marriage, will find In It u theme 
w orthy of their songs. 
This Is a subject 
to 
which 
the 
lightest 
allusion 
seems

of William McKinley w ithout rem em ber­ 
ing that no truer, tenderer knight to hie 
chosen lady ever lived among mortal men. 
If to the spirits of the Just m a d e pi rfect 
is perm itted the consciousness of earthly 
things, we m ay be sure that his faithful 
soul Is now w atching over that gentle auf 
feref who counts the long hours In their 
shattered horn* In tho desolate splendor 
of his fame. 
A man possessing the qualities with 
which 
nature had 
endowed 
McKinley 
seeks political activity sa naturally uh a 
growing plant seeks light and air. 
A 
wholesome ambition, a rare power of 
m aking friends and keeping them, a faith 
which m ay he called religious In his coun­ 
try and Its Institutions, and flowing from 
this a belief that a man could clo no no 
bier work than to serve suc h a country- 
these were the elements In his character 
th a t drew him Irresistibly Into public life. 
H e had from the beginning a rem arkable 
equipment, a m anner of singular grace 
and charm , a voice of ringing quality and 
great carrying power 
V ast as were the 
crowds 
that 
gathered 
about 
him, 
he 
reached their utm ost fringe w ithout ap 
parent effort. 
He had an extraordinary 
power of m arshaling and presenting sig­ 
nificant facts so as to bring conviction 
to the average mind. 
His range of read­ 
ing was not wide. 
He read only w hat he 
m ight somo clay find useful, and w hat he 
read his memory he ld like brass 
Those 
who kne w him well In those early clays 
can never forget the consum m ate skill 
and power with which ho would select a 
few pointed facts nod, blow upon blow, 
would ham m er them Into the attention ut 
great assemblages In Ohio, as Joel drove 
the nail into the head of the C anaanite 
captain. 
Ile was not often impassionr 
H e rarefy resorted to the aid of wit or 
humor, ye t I never saw his equal in con 
trolling and convincing a popular aud) 
once by sheer appeal to their res son and 
Intelligence. 
!!<• did not flatter or cajol 
them, but there was an Implied compd 
m ent in the serious and sober tone In 
which he addressed them. Ile «<*emed one 
of them : In heart and feeling he was on 
of them, 
Each artisan In a groat crow. 
m ight say, That Is the sort of man 
would like to be and under more favoring 
circum stances might have been. 
Ile had 
tho divine gift of sym pathy which, though 
given only to the elect, m akes all m in 
their friends. 
H I3 P O L IT IC A L C A R E E R . 
So It came- naturally about that In 1876, 
the beginning of the second century of 
the republic, he began by an election to 
congress his political career. 
Thereafter 
for fourteen years this cham ber was his 
home. 
I use the word advisedly. 
No­ 
where In Ilia world was he so In harm ony 
w ith his environm ent as here. 
Nowhere 
else did his mind work with such full con­ 
sciousness of its powers. 
The air of de­ 
bate was native to him. 
H ere he drank 
delight of laittle with his peers. In after 
days when he drove by this stately pile 
or when on rare occasions hts duty called 
him here he greeted his old haunts with 
the affectionate zest of a child of the 
house. 
During all the last ten years of 
his life, filled as they were with activity 
and glory, he never cessed to be home­ 
sick fur this hall. W hen he cam e to the 
presidency, I hero was not a day when 
his congressional service was not of use 
to him 
Probably no other president has 
been In such full and cordial communion 
with congress, lf we may except Lincoln 
alone. McKinley knew the legislative body 
thoroughly, Its composition. Its methods. 
Its habits of thought. 
He had the tiro 
roundest respect for Its authority and an 
Indexible belief In the ultim ate rectitude 
of its purposes, 
Our history shows how 
surely an executive courts disaster ana 
ruin by assum ing an attitude of hostility 
or distrust to the legislature, and, on the 
other hand, McKinley's frank and sincere 
trust and coulldt-nce in congress were re­ 
paid by prom pt and loyal support und co­ 
operation. During his entire term of office 
this m utual trust and regard, so essential 
to the public welfare, were nevor shadow 
tai b) ' a single cloud. 
He was ii Republican. 
He could not be 
anything else. 
A Union soldier grafted 
upon a Clay Whig. he necessarily believ­ 
ed In the “American system "- in protec­ 
tion to home Industries; in a strong, ag­ 
gressive nationality; In a liberal construc­ 
tion of the constitution. 
W hat any self 
reliant nutlon might rightly do he felt this 
nation bud power to do, lf required by the 
common welfare and not prohibited by 
our w ritten charter. 
M C K IN L E Y IN C O N G R E SS. 
Following the natural bent of his mind, 
he devoted himself to questions of fin.nice 
and revenue, to the essentials of the na­ 
tional housekeeping. 
Ile took high rank 
In the house from the beginning. 
His 
readiness In debate, his m astery of every 
subject he handled, the bright and am i­ 
able light he shed about him and, above 
all. the unfailing courtesy and good will 
w ith which he treated friend and foe alike 
—ope or the surest signatures of a nature 
born to great destinies—m ade his service 
In the house a pathw ay of unbroken suc­ 
cess and brought him s t last to the all im­ 
portant post of chairm an of ways and 
means Mid leader of the m ajority. Of the 
famous revenue act which in that ca­ 
pacity he framed and carried through con­ 
gress It Is not my purpose here and now 
to speak. The embers of the controversy 
In tho ml.lnt of which th a t law had Its 
troubled being an- yet too warm to be 
bundled on a day like this. 
I may only 
May that It was never aufticiently tested 
to prove the praises of Its friends or the 
criticism of Its opponents. 
A fter a brief 
existence It (Missed aw ay, for a time, In 
the storm th a t swept the Republicans out 
of power. 
McKinley also passed through 
a br b f lone of shadow. Ids congressional 
district having bien rearranged for that 
pur|Kise by a hostile legislature. 
Borne one has said It Is easy to love our 
enemies; they help us so much more than 
our friends 
The people whose malevo­ 
lent skill had turned McKinley out of 
congress deserved well of him ami of the 
republic. 
N tm r was Nemesis more swift 
and en erg etic The Republicans of ohio 
were saved the trouble of chooaing a gov­ 
ernor; the other side had chosen one for 
them 
A year a 'te r McKinley left con­ 
gress he was made governor of Ohio, and 
two years later he was re-elected each 
time by m ajorities a ti bolted for and over­ 
whelming. 
Ile came to till a apace In the 
puhUc eye which obscured a great portion 
of the held of vision. In two national con­ 
ventions the presidency seemed within Ida 
reach, but he had gone there In the In­ 
terest of others, and his honor forbade 
any dalliance with tem ptation. 
Bo his 
nay was nay, delivered w ith a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. 
His hour ! 
was aul yet come. 
T H E FA TH TO T H E W H IT E HOUSE. 
There was, however, no long delay. Ha 
became from year to year the most prom­ 
inent politician and orator in the coun­ 
try. 
Passionately devoted to the princi­ 
ples of his party, he w as alw ays ready to 
do anything, to go anywhere, to proclaim 
IU ideas and to support Its candidate*. 
Hie face and hts voice becam e fam iliar to 
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were seen and board men became his p ar­ 
tisans. 
Ills face was cast In a classic 
mold 
You see ^faces like It In antique 
m arble In tho* galleries of the Vatican 
and In the portraits of the g reat cardinal 
statesm en of Italy. 
His voice was me 
voice of the perfect orator—ringing, vi­ 
brating, tireless, persuading by Its very- 
sound, by Its accent of sincere conviction. 
Bo prudent arid so guarded were all I is 
Utterances, so lofty his courtesy, th at ha­ 
nover em barrassed his friends and never 
offended 
his 
opponents 
For 
sever 11 
m onths before th* 
Republican natl mal 
convention n u t In IWW It was evident to 
all who had eyes to gee th at Mr. M 'F in ­ 
ley was the only probable candidate of 
his party. 
O ther nam es were mentioned 
of the h ig h 'st rank in ability, character 
and popularity, they were supported by 
powerful combinations, but the nom ina­ 
tion of McKinley a* against the field was 
Inevitable. 
The campaign he made will be alw ays 
memorable In our political annals. 
He 
and his friends had thought that the Issue 
for the year was the distinctive and his­ 
toric difference between th* two parties 
on th*- subject of the tariff 
To this 
w ager of battle the discussion* of the pre­ 
vious four years distinctly pointed 
Hut 
no sooner had the two parties made their 
nom inations than It became evident that 
the opposing candidate declined to accept 
the field of discussion chosen by the Re­ 
publicans and proposed to put forw ard as 
the main Issue the free coinage of silver 
McKinley at once accepted this challenge 
and. taking the battle for protection as 
already won, went with eruirgy Into the 
discussion of the theories presented by 
his opponents. 
II*1 had wisely concluded 
not to leave his home during the canvass, 
thus avoiding a proceeding which has a l­ 
ways been of sinister augury In our poli­ 
ties, but from the front porch of his mod­ 
est house In Canton he dally addressed 
the delegations, which cam e from every 
part of the country to greet him, In a se­ 
ries of speeches so strong, so varied, so 
pertinent, so full of facts briefly set forth, 
of theories embodied In a single phrase, 
that they formed the hourly text for the 
other speakers of his pnrty and give prob­ 
ably tho most convincing proof we have 
of his surprising fertility of resource nod 
flexibility of mind. 
All this was done 
w ithout anxiety or strain. I remember a 
day I spent with him during that busy 
summer.

Rut In the Intervals of these addresses le­ 
ant In his study and talked, with nerve* 
as quiet and a mind as free from narc as 
lf we had been spending a holiday a t t*»c 
seaside or among the hills.

When ho came to the presidency, ho 
confronted a situation of the utm ost dlffl 
culty, which m ight well have appalled a 
man of less serene and tranquil self con­ 
fidence. 
There had been a state of pro j 
found comm ercial anil Industrial depres­ 
sion, from which his friends had said lits 
election would relieve the country. 
Our 
relations with th** outside world left much 
to fie desired. 
The fowling between the j 
northern and southern sections of the 
Union was lacking In the cordiality which 
was necessary to tho w elfare of both 
Hawaii bad asked for annexation and | 
had been rejected by the preceding ad­ 
m inistration. There was a state of things 
In th*- Caribbean which could not perm a­ 
nently endure 
Our nelghlsir’s house was 
On fire, and there were grave doubts as to 
our rights and duties In the premia**. 
A 
man either weak o r rash, either Irresolute 
or headstrong, might have brought ruin 
on himself and Incalculable harm to the 
country. 
Again I crave the pardon of those who 
differ with mo lf, against all my Inten­ 
tions, I happen to say a word which may 
seem to them unbefitting the place and 
hour. Hut I am here to give tho opinion 
which hts friends entertained of President 
McKinley, of course claiming no Im muni­ 
ty from criticism In w hat I shall say. 
I 
believe, then, th at the verdict Of history 
will be th a t he met ull these grave ques­ 
tions with perfect valor and Incomparable 
ability; that In grappling with them he 
rose to the full height of a g reat occasion 
In a m anner which redounded Po the last­ 
ing benefit of the country and to his own 
Immortal honor. 
Tho least desirable form of glory to a 
m an of hlN habitual mood and temper. 
that of successful war, wus nevertheless 
conferred 
upon 
him by 
uncontrollable 
events. 
He felt It m ust corno. 
He de­ 
plored Its necessity. 
He strained alm ost 
to breaking his relations with hts frtends 
In order, first, to prevent and then to 
postpone It to the lutest possible moment. 
Rut when the die was cast he labored 
w ith the utm ost energy anil ardor and 
with an Intelligence In m ilitary m atters 
which showed how much of the soldier 
still survived In the m ature statesm an to 
push forward the w ar to a decisive close. 
War was an anguish to him. He wanted 
it short and conclusive. 
Hts merciful 
real communicated Itself to his subordi­ 
nates. and the war, so long dreaded, 
win>s«i consequences were so momentous. 
ended In a hundred days. 
‘• A U G M E N T E R OF T H E 8 T A T E .” 
Mr. Stedman, the dean of our poets, has 
culled him "A ugm enter of the Blate." 
It 
Is a proud title. 
If Justly conferred. It 
ranks him among the few whose names 
may be placed definitely and forever In 
charge of the historic muse. 
Under hts 
rule Hawaii has come to us, and Tutulla, 
Porto Rico und the vast srchttielago of 
the east. 
Cuba Is free. 
Our position In 
the Caribbean Is assured beyond the pos­ 
sibility of future question. 
The doctrine 
called by the name of Monroe, so long 
derided and denied by allexi publicists, 
evokes now no challenge or contradiction 
when uttered to the world. It has become 
ail International truism . 
Our sister re­ 
publics to the south of us aru convinced 
that we desire only their peace and pros­ 
perity. 
Europe knows th at wa cherish no 
dr* unis but those of worldwide commerce, 
the be ne tit of which shall be to all n a ­ 
tions. 
The state is augm cntsd, but It 
threatens no nation under heaven. As to 
those regions which have come under the 
shadow of our Hag, the posalblllty of their 
being damaged by such a change of cir­ 
cum stances was In th** view of McKinley 
a thing unthinkable. To believe th at wa 
quid not adm inister them to their ad ­ 
vantage was to turn Infidel to our Ameri­ 
can faith of more than a hundred years. 
In dealing with foreign powers he will 
take rank with the greatest of our diplo­ 
m atists. It was s world of which he had 
Utile special knowledge before corning to 
the presidency, but his marv* Ions adapta­ 
bility was In nothing more rem arkable 
hail Iii the firm grasp he Immediately dis­ 
played In international relations. 
In pre- 
paring for war und in the restoration of 
peace he was alike adroit, courteous and 
farsighted. 
\\ hen a sudden emergency 
declared Itself, ss In Chins, In a state of 
'kings of which our history furnished no 
precedent sud International law no safe 
and certain precept, Ae hesitated not a 
moment to take the course marked out 
for bim by considerations of humanlty 
and tbs national interests. 
Even while 
the legations were fighting for their lives 
against bands of Infuriated fatuities be 
decklt-il that we were at peace with China, 
and while that conclusion did not hinder 
him from taking the most energetic m e a s ­ 
ures to rescue our Imperiled citizens It 
enabled him to m aintain close and friend­ 
ly relations with the wise and heroic vice­ 
roy# of the south, whose resolute stand 
saved that ancient empire from unarchy 
aud spoliation. 
lls disposed of every 
question ms it arose with a promptness 
and clarity of vision that astonished his 
advisers, und he never had occasion to re­ 
view a Judgment or reverse a decision. 
My patience, by firmness, by t i l e r rea­ 
sonableness, he Improved our understand­ 
ing with all the great powers of the world 
and rightly gained the blessing which be­ 
longs to the peacemakers.

war and diplomacy are throw n In rn* 
shade by the vast economical develop­ 
m ents which took place during Mr. Mc­ 
K inley’s adm inistration. 
Up to the time 
of his first election the country was su f­ 
fering from n long period of depression, 
the r* asons of which I wdll not try to 
sick, but from the moment the ballots 
were counted that betokened his advent 
to power a great and m om entous move­ 
ment In advance declared Itself along all 
the lines of industry and commerce. 
In 
the very m onth of his Inauguration steel 
rails began to bo sold at $18 a ton, on*; of 
the most significant facts of modern times. 
It m eant th a t American industries had 
adjusted themselves to the long depres­ 
sion, th at through the power of the ra- :• 
to organise and combine, stim ulated by 
the conditions th< a prevailing, and per­ 
haps by the prospect of legislation favor­ 
able to industry, America hod t*gun to 
undersell tile r**st of the world. 
The 
movement went on w ithout ceasing. The 
president and his p arty kept the pledge a 
of th*4r platform and their canvass. The 
Dingle}' bill warn speedily fram ed and aet 
in operation. 
All Industries respond***! to 
the new' stim ulus, and American trade set 
out on Its new crusade not to conquer tho 
world, but to trade with It on term s ad­ 
vantageous to all concerned. 
I will not 
w eary you with statistics, but one or two 
words stem necessary to show how th 
acts of McKinley as president kept pa* e 
with bls professions as candidate, 
His 
four years of adm inistration were costly. 
We carried on a w ar which, though brief, 
was expensive. 
Although we borrowed 
two hundred millions and paid our own 
expenses, w ithout asking for indemnity, 
the effective reduction of th*- debt now 
exceeds th* total of the w ar bonds. 
Wa 
pay six millions less tn Intercat than we 
did before the war, and no bond of the 
United S tates yields the holder 2 per cent 
on Its m arket value. 
Bo much for the 
governm ent credit. 
And we have five 
hundred and forty-six millions of gross 
gold in th** treasury. 
D E V E L O P M E N T OF T R A D E . 
But, coming to the development of our 
trade In the four McKinley years, we 
seem to be entering the realm of fable. In 
the lac* fiscal year our excess of exports 
over Imports was $664,593.826. 
In the last 
four years It was $2,.'{54,442,213. 
These fig ­ 
u r e s are so stupendous th at they m ean 
little to a tire le ss reader. 
B ut consider! 
Th*- excess of exports over Im ports for the 
whole preceding period from 1790 to 1897— 
from W ashington to McKinley—Was only 
$3^0,866, ISS. 
Tho most extravagant promises made 
by the sanguine McKinley advocates five 
years ago are left out of sight by these 
sober facts. The "debtor nation" has be­ 
come the chief creditor nation. The finan­ 
cial center of the world, which required 
thousands of years to Journey from the 
E uphrates to the Tham es and tho Beltie, 
seems pa'sing to tho Hudson b e tw it! 
daybreak and dark. 
I will not waste your time by explaining 
th a t I do not Invoke for any m an thu 
credit of this vast result. 
The captain 
cannot claim th at It Is he who drives tho 
mighty steam ship over tho tum bling bil- 
lows of tho trackless deep, but praise Is 
Justly due him if ho has made the best of 
iier trem endous powers, lf ho has read 
aright the currents of tho sea and the 
lessons of the stars, and we should be un­ 
grateful lf In this hour of prodigious pros­ 
perity we should fall to rem em ber that 
W illiam 
McKinley 
with 
sublime 
faith 
foresaw It, with Indomitable courage la­ 
bored for It, put his whole heart and mind 
Into the work of bringing It about, that 
It was his voice which, In dark hours 
rang out, heralding tho coming light, aa 
over the tw ilight w aters of the Nile the 
m ystic cry of Mcrnnon announced the 
dawn to Egypt, w aking from sleep. 
H IS S O U T H E R N V I8 IT S. 
Among the most agreeable Incidents of 
the president’s term of office were the 
two Journeys he made to the south. Tin 
moral reunion of the sections, so long 
und so ardently desired by him, had been 
Initiated by the Spanish war, when the 
veterans of both sides and their sons hail 
marched shoulder to shoulder together 
under the sam e banner. The president In 
thane Journeys sought, with more than 
usual eloquence und pathos, to create 


i#ut tbe achievement* of the nation, In 


sentim ent which should end forever the 
ancient feud. He was too good a politician 
to expect any results In the way of votes 
In his favor, and ho accomplished none. 
But for all th at the good seed did not full 
on barren ground, 
in the warm and 
chivalrous h earts of th a t generous people 
the echo of his cordial and brotherly 
words will linger long, and hts name will 
be cherished In many a household where 
even yet the lost cause is worshiped. 
Mr. McKinley was re-elected by an over­ 
whelming m ajority. There had been little 
doubt of the result am ong well informed 
people, but when It w as known a pro­ 
found feeling of relief and renewal of 
tru st were evident among the leaders of 
capital and of Industry not only In this 
country, hut everywhere. 
They felt th at 
the im mediate future was secure and th at 
trade and commerce m ight safely push 
forward In every Held of effort ami enter­ 
prise 
He Inspired universal confidence, 
which Is the lifeblood of the commercial 
system of the world. It began frequently 
to be said th a t such a state of things 
ought to continue. One after another, men 
of prominence said that the president was 
his own best successor. Ile paid little a t­ 
tention to these suggestions until they 
were repeated by some of btu nearest 
friends. 
Then he saw th at one of the 
most cherished traditions of our public 
life was in dunger. The generation which 
has seen the prophecy of the papal throne 
—non vidt bis a nnoa P etri—twice contra­ 
dicted by the longevity of holy men was 
Iii peril of forgetting the unw ritten law of 
our repuMlo- Thou HhaJt not exceed the 
years of W ashington. The president saw 
It was time to speak, and In hts ch arac­ 
teristic mariner he spoke, briefly, but 
enough. 
W here 
tho 
lightning 
strikes 
there Is no need of Iteration. 
From th a t 
hour no one dreamed of doubting his pu r­ 
pose of retiring at the end of his aeoond 
term, and It will be long before another 
such lesson Is required. 
T H E H A R V E S T T IM E . 
He felt that the harvest tim e was come 
to garner In the fruits of so much plant­ 
ing and culture, and he was determ ined 
that nothing ho might do or say should 
tai liable to the reproach of a personal in­ 
terest. Let us say frankly he was u party 
man. 
Ile believed the policies advocated 
by him and his friends counted for much 
In the country’s progress and prosperity. 
He hoped In his second term to accom ­ 
plish substantial resuits in the develop­ 
ment and affirmation of those policies. 
I 
spent a day with him shortly before he 
started on his fateful Journey to Buffalo. 
Never I ut ii I seen him higher In hope and 
patriotic confidemte. 
He was sa sure of 
the future of his tountry arn the psalm ist 
who cried, "Ulorlsus things are spoken of 
thee. thou city of Uod!" He was gratified 
to the heart th at we had arranged a 
trvaty which gave us a free hand in the 
Isthmus. 
In fancy he Kaw the canal al­ 
ready built and the argosies of the world 
passing through It In peace and amity. 
He saw 
In the Immense evolution of 
American trade the fulfillment of all his 
dream s, the reward of ail his taters 
He 
was, I need not say. an ardent protec­ 
tionist. never more sincere and devoted 
than during those last days of his life. 
He regarded reciprocity as the bulw ark 
of protection, not a breach, but a fulfill­ 
ment of the law, The treaties which for 
four years had been preparing under his 
personal supervision he regarded as ancil­ 
lary to the general scheme. 
He vies on- 
poaad to any revolutionary plan of change 
In the existing legislation. 
Ha w ss care­ 
ful to point out th at everything he hao 
done was in faithful compliance with the 
law* itself. 
H IS L A S T S P E E C H . 
la that mood of high hope, of generous 
expectation, he went to Buffalo, and titers, 
UP lh* threshold of atar ut tv. he a vim rod • 


tffat 'm em orable speech W orthy Tor Ilk 
loftiness of tone, Its blameless morality, 
its breadth of view, to be regarded as his 
testam ent to the nation. Through all his 
pride of country and his Joy of Ha success 
runs the note of solemn warning, as In 
K ipling's noble hymn, "L est we forget." 
"O ur capacity to produce bas developed 
so enorm ously and our products have so 
multiplied th a t the problem of more m ar­ 
kets requires our urg -nt and Immediate 
attention. 
Only a broad and enlightened 
policy will keep w hat we have. No other 
policy will get m on1. 
In these times of 
marvelous business energy and gain we 
ought 
to 
be 
looking 
to 
the 
future, 
strengthening the weak places In our In­ 
dustrial and commercial system s th at we 
m ay be ready for any storm or strain. 
"By sensible trad*1 arrangem ents which 
will not Interrupt our home production wa 
shall extend the outlets for our increasing 
surplus. 
A system which provides a m u­ 
tual exchange of commodities la m anifest­ 
ly essential to the continued and healthful 
grow th of our export trade. We m ust not 
repose In fancied security th at we can 
forever aoli everything and buy little or 
nothing. If such a thing wert1 possible, It 
would not be best for us or for those with 
w horn w*1 deal. • • * Reciprocity is the 
natural outgrow th of our wonderful In­ 
dustrial development under the domestic 
policy now firmly established. • • • Tho 
period of oxcluslveneoa is past. 
The ex­ 
pansion of our trade and commerce is tho 
pressing problem. 
Commercial w ars are 
unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relations will prevent re­ 
prisals. 
Reciprocity treaties are In hor 
mony with the spirit of th*1 times; meas 
urea of retaliation are not." 
I wish I had tim e to read the whole of 
this wise and weighty spe.-ch. 
N othing I 
m ight say could give such a picture of the 
president’s mind and character. His years 
of apprenticeship had been served. 
He 
stood that day past m aster of the a rt of 
statesm ansJilp. 
He ha/1 nothing more to 
ask of the people. 
He owed them noth­ 
ing hut tru th and faithful servloe. 
His 
mind and heart were purged of the temp­ 
tations which beset all men engaged in 
th*; struggle to survive. 
In view of the 
revelation of his nature vouchsafed to us 
th at day and the fate which Impended 
over him we can only say In deep affec­ 
tion and solemn awe, “ Blessed are the 
pure In heart, for they shall see God." 
Even for th a t vision he was not un­ 
worthy. 
T H E F A T A L S U M M O N S . 
He had not long to walt. The next day 
aped tile bolt of doom, and for a week 
after-d n an agony of dread broken by 
Illusive glimpses of hope th at our prayers 
might be answ ered—the nation waited for 
the end. N othing In the glorloua life th at 
we saw gradually waning w as more ad­ 
m irable and exem plary than Its close. 
The gentle hum anity of his words when 
he haw his assailant In danger of num­ 
m ary vengeance, "Don’t let them hurt 
him ,” hts chivalrous care th a t the news 
should be broken gently to his wife, the 
fine courtesy with which he apologised 
for the dam age which his death would 
ring to the great exhibition, and tho he­ 
roic resignation of his final words, "It Is 
lo d s way; his will, not ours, bo done," 
were all the Instinctive expression* of a 
nature so lofty and no pure th at pride In 
Its nobility at once softened and enhanced 
the nation’s sense of loss. 
The republic 
grieved over such a son, hut la proud for­ 
ever of having produced him. 
A fter all, 
In spite of Its tragic ending, his life was 
xtraordlnarily happy. 
He had all his 
days troops of friends, the cheer of fame 
arid fruitful labor, and he became a t last— 
“On fortune’s crowning slope, 
The pillar of a People's hope. 
The center of a world s desire." 
He was fortunate even In his untim ely 
death, for an event so tragical called the 
world Im peratively to the Immediate study 
of hts life and character and thus antici­ 
pated the sure praises of posterity. 
Every young ami growing people has to 
meet, at moments, the problems of Its 
destiny. W hether the question comes, as 
In Egypt, from a sphinx, symbol of the 
hostile forces of om nipotent nature, who 
punishes with Instant death our failure to 
understand her meaning, or w hether it 
rome*, us In Jerusalem , from the Lord of 
Hosts, who comm ands the building of his 
temple, It comes alw ays with tjie w arning 
th at the past Is past and experience vain. 
"Y our fathers, where are they, and the 
prophets, do they live forevur?" 
The 
fathers ara dead; the prophets are silent 
the questions are few and have no an­ 
sw er but In time. 
W hen the horny outside case which pro­ 
tects the Infancy of a chrysalis nation 
suddenly hursts and In a single abrupt 
shock It finds Itself floating on wings 
which 
had 
not existed 
before, 
whose 
strength It has never tested, am ong dan­ 
gers It cannot foresee and Is w ithout ex 
perlence to measure, every motion is i 
problem and every hesitation muy be an 
error. 
The past gives no clow to the fu­ 
ture. 
The fathers. where ure they, and 
the prophets, do they live forever? W e 
ure ourselves the fathers! 
We are our­ 
selves the prophets! 
The questions th at 
are put to us we m ust answ er w ithout de­ 
lay, without help, for the sphinx allows 
no one to pass. 
T H E G E N IU S OF P A T IE N C E . 
At such moments, which have already 
occurred at L a st twice In the brief his­ 
tory of our own lives, we may be humbly 
grateful to have had leaders simple In 
mind, clear in vision, as fa r as hum an 
vision eau safely extend, penetrating In 
knowledge of men, supple and flexible un­ 
der thu strains and pressures of society, 
instinct with the energy of new life and 
untried 
strength, 
cautious, 
calm 
and. 
above all, gifted In a supremo degree with 
the most surely vlctorlfcus of all political 
virtues the genius of infinite patience.

In the event a housekeeper unfamiliar 
with the art of removing the bone 
from hams were to undertake the Job 
she would be almost certain to begin 
operations by first of all splitting the 
Ila rn open and endeavoring to carve out 
tile bone by cutting around it. The re­ 
sult would be failure and vexation of 
the worst sort, to say nothing of a ruin-

The operator stands the ham on end 
against a supporting block and pro­ 
ceeds to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as it is possible for 
him to run his band and knife down 
iuto the flesh and around the bone.

In fact, as it is possible to extend 
the knife), he reverses the ham and 
begins cutting around the bone from 
the other end, cutting downward until 
he readies the point that he attained 
in cutting from the end on which he 
began, the entire operation being sci­ 
entifically correct and on the principle 
of skinning an animal. The bone then 
slips out clear and smooth, free from 
any adhering flesh. 
As soon as tills is done stout twine is 
wrapped around tile hum and drawn 
taut, completely closing the aperture 
left by the removal of the bone.

twine is thus mude fast and the ham 
laid aw ay for a day or two, at the end 
of which time the hole has closed so 
neatly that, in slicing the ham, it is 
difficult to determine the exact spot 
from which the bone was removed. 
Tills is the proper mode of making 
boneless ham, and with a little prac­ 
tice any housekeeper can learn to do 
the work as well as a professional 
butcher. 
They will observe that first 
of all the bone is surrounded by a tis­ 
sue, and by starting the operation from 
the ends they will be surprised xvith 
what facility this tissue, dividing the 
bone from the flesh, peels loose from 
tile former.

NG U S U WOMEN HAVE STILL TO LEARN

They have smoking rooms in their clubs, whero 
tho members sit and smoke cigarettes openly iii 
a way that would rather astonish most of American 
club members and not altogether please them, but 
the English women still cling to trailing gowns that 
gather dust and disease germs in the streets to he diffused later on in 
the atmosphere of their homes. 
My object in going to England recently was to note the progress 
made by English women in the use of healthful garments for street 
wear. 
I find that all our work over there is cut out for us. 
Eng­ 
lish women, unlike those of America, arc slow to see tho need of a 
new departure in dress. 
They travel in well worn grooves. 
In Paris they are much the same as concerns their street dresses. 
They all sweep tile sidewalks and gather dust and germs. 
Tho 
dresses are hung up in their homes, and the germs float off in tile air. 
In some of tile stores in London where women’s dress fabrics are 
sold and made up I tried to obtain a dress cut on tho rainy day 
pattern. 
I found it impossible. 
They simply wero not making 
dresses in that way. 
I made it a point to wear my own street 
costume with a skirt only to the boot tops to see if it would ho 
regarded as strange. 
It attracted little attention even in tho most 
public places. 
In the stores it was admitted to bo a most sensible 
costume for tho street, especially on rainy days. 
Hero the rainy day skirt is making rapid progress. . We do not, 
remember, advocate a bicyclo skirt, hut one that comes to the hoot 
tops, made (for rainy days) of waterproof, with a neat fitting jacket 
of tho same material. 
If this costumo could ho introduced so that 
rich and poor would woar it, I feel sure that much disease would bo 
prevented.

making their escape from the Kan 
Miguel county Jail. Later, at the cor 
oner’s Inquest, the attendant physician 
testified that had Ileynman been in 
ordinary health the fracas wit Ii tin 
desperadoes would not have proved 
fatal, but tho poor fellow was a 
“lunger" who had come to Colorado 
for his health.
